New chief faces tough decisions to make £53m of saving s

TROUBLE-hit communities may 
steal bobbies from towns with 
lower crime rates once Kent Police 
learn the full extent of planned 
Government spending cuts. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth revealed 
this week the county force will have no option 
but to slash 1,500jobs if the Home Office removes 
20 per cent of its funding - the equivalent of 
about £53 million over the next four years. 

He told KOS Media that every aspect of his 
budget needed to be analysed as a result, and 
it made good business sense to deploy officers 
where they were needed most. 

The decision could result in the more trou¬ 
ble-free areas like Sevenoaks losing some of 
their officers to crime hot spots such as 
Gillingham and Margate. 


Mr Learmonth also revealed the force may 
have to scrap or combine some of its six coun¬ 
ty divisions in an attempt to save even more 
money from the budget. 

“The decisions on where resources will be 
allocated will be based on demand and not his¬ 
torical statistics,” he said. 

“It’s going to be done in a scientific way and 
we will carry out the proper analysis to deter¬ 
mine where we place our resources to get the 
best results. 

“We would be foolish to put lots of officers 
where there isn’t the demand - it’s just busi¬ 
ness sense. 

“If I was running a factory and one part of 
that factory produced 50 per cent of my prod¬ 
uct, then you would expect me to put 50 per 
cent of my staff there. 

“Therefore, if another part only produced 10 
per cent then I would only put 10 per cent of 
my staff there.” 

When asked if the plans might upset resi¬ 
dents in quieter areas who still pay the same

level of police council tax, Mr Learmonth 
said: “It’s not about officers; it’s about the level 
of service a community receives. Everywhere 
in Kent will receive a police service.” 

Earlier this year Chancellor George 
Osborne asked ministers to draw up plans for 
spending cuts of 25 per cent and 40 per cent, 
but the final figures will not be revealed until 
the Comprehensive Spending Review is pub¬ 
lished next month. 

Mr Learmonth revealed that although 
Kent Police had only laid out plans should it 
receive a 20 per cent cut, it had also modelled 
for savings of 17.5 per cent and 25 per cent. 

“We’ve not been given any Government fig¬ 
ures at all yet,” he added. “All we’ve been told 
is to be prepared for significant cuts. 

“If it turns out to be less than 20 per cent 
then that gives us some extra options. If it’s 
worse then it’s much easier for us to gear up 
than it is to start again from scratch. 

“We’ve had to come up with something 
because we can’t afford to wait until October 
22. People were starting to speculate about 
jobs so I thought it was best to get things out 
into the open. I’m hoping the cuts will turn 
out to be less than 20 per cent, but if it’s as 


much as 40 per cent then 
that will be a huge challenge 
for us.” 

Kent Police employs 3,728 
officers and 2,932 civilians 
including community sup¬ 
port officers. If the force loses 
20 per cent of its funding 
then about 1,000 civilian and 
500 police posts will be axed, 
albeit mostly through natu¬ 
ral wastage and retirement. 

Mr Learmonth said the CUTS: Chief 
main difference the public Constable Ian 
would see in that scenario Learmonth 
would be the probable axing 
of some of the management structures - the six 
regional areas the force is currently split into. 

He had already hinted upon his appoint¬ 
ment in July that the number of superintend¬ 
ents and chief superintendents may be cut 
along the same lines. 

“The bedrock is neighbourhood policing and 
that’s something I want to maintain as much 
as possible,” he added. “But the public will 
understand that if you take £53m out of the 
budget then things will inevitably change.” 

Apart from ‘priority’ departments including 


education and the Ministry of Justice, all 
other government departments have been 
asked to draw up plans for spending cuts of 
25 per cent and 40 per cent. 

Kent Police are currently in the middle of 
a huge restructuring programme, and in July 
announced that nearly 200 police recruits 
had been told their places had been cancelled. 

“I was surprised policing didn’t get ring- 
fenced in some way, particularly when you 
consider some of the departments that were,” 
Mr Learmonth said. “The public have come to 
expect a high-quality police service and if you 
asked what their priorities were then I’m rea¬ 
sonably confident policing would be up there. 

“However, it’s right that we take our fair 
share of cuts and take a look at our business.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Authority chair¬ 
woman Ann Barnes has described the scale of 
the potential cuts as “shocking”. 

She said: “Until now I’ve always given my 
personal assurance there would be no job 
losses. However, I cannot give that any more 
as cuts of this magnitude will have an impact 
on the policing service. 

“There will be hard choices but we will be as 
transparent and open as possible with regards 
to the decisions we will have to make.”

Balls: I’ll fight for Kent 


LABOUR leadership candidate 
Ed Balls has vowed to get the 
party re-established on Kent’s 
political map by battling the coali¬ 
tion’s deep spending cuts, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The shadow education secretary said he is 
the candidate people know “in their heads 
and their hearts”, and he believes he can 
bring Labour’s vision and policies to fruition 
in the county if he wins the leadership race. 

Speaking to KOS Media ahead of a visit to 
Gillingham on Thursday, Mr Balls said as 
leader he would take on the coalition and show 
people there is an alternative to the cuts. 

“We need to deal with the deficit, but not 
through cuts to public services,” he said. “I 
want to see investment in jobs and affordable 
housing and stop the unfair VAT rise. 

“I’m very concerned about the coalition 
making cuts to the Future Jobs Fund - we 
need to invest in jobs for people. 

“I think people in Kent want jobs and 
decent housing and if I was leader I would 
push to have these.”

He added: “There are difficult decisions to 
make in relation to the economy, but making 
some of these cuts is not the way.” 

The 43-year-old was the fourth leadership 
candidate to come to the county since May’s 
general election. 

Former foreign secretary David Miliband 
went to Medway just weeks after Kent’s Tory 
whitewash, and two months later his brother 
Ed, the former energy secretary, visited. 

The siblings are the frontrunners in the 


battle to succeed former PM Gordon Brown. 

Former health secretary Andy Burnham 
also visited, speaking to party members in 
Gillingham at the beginning of last month. 

Backbencher Diane Abbott is the only con¬ 
tender not to have so far ventured to the county. 

Mr Balls said: “Kent’s former Labour MPs 
were good, but I think people had the feeling 
the party would not do enough for them. 

“In fact, if you look at what Labour has done 
in this county, like getting NHS waiting lists 
down from 18 months to 18 weeks it shows 
what this party can do. With Labour people 
see real improvements in local investment.” 

Mr Balls said he thinks many supporters 
voted for the Lib Dems in the general elec¬ 
tion, which led to the downfall of his party. 

“After seeing what cuts Government is 
going to make, there are a lot of people out 
there thinking the Lib Dems have been high¬ 
jacked by Nick Clegg, who has got into bed 
with the Tory enemy.” 

Mr Balls said the Labour leadership race has 
been done with camaraderie and each con¬ 
tender wants to push Labour’s policies forward.

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M6 toll charges 
‘show crossing 
sell-off should 
be regulated’ 

INFLATION-busting charges on the M6 toll 
road are proof that motorists need to be pro¬ 
tected in any sale of the Dartford crossing, 
campaigners warn. 

In October the previous Labour government 
announced plans to offload the crossing to the 
private sector as part of a portfolio of “non- 
financial assets”, but the new Con-Lib coali¬ 
tion has yet to make a decision on its fate. 

Should the sale get the go-ahead, the 
Campaign for Better Transport has warned 
against giving whoever purchases the devel¬ 
opment the power to set toll charges as high 
as they like. 

This week the group published its report on 
the M6 toll road in the West Midlands, where 
motorists were hit with above-inflation price 
increases as a result of its private owner los¬ 
ing money. 

Roads campaigner Richard George said: 
“It’s really important any sale of the Dartford 
crossing is regulated, and the Government 
should learn lessons from the M6 toll road. 

“It was built to help reduce congestion on 
the M6 and started off at £2 to use, which peo¬ 
ple thought was good value. 

“But what happened afterwards was that 
every year the company which owns it raised 
the toll above inflation because it wasn’t mak¬ 
ing as much money as it thought it would. 

Promised 

“It now costs £5 to use the road, just six 
years after it was opened. If such a situation 
was to occur at Dartford then it could be a lot 
worse, because most people don’t really have 
an option but to use the crossing.” 

When the OEM Bridge was built almost 20 
years ago, the government promised 
motorists they would no longer be charged to 
cross the Thames once the cost of construc¬ 
tion was met. 

However, the tolls remained once the debt 
was cleared in 2003, and in 2008 road-users 
were even hit with increased charges at cer¬ 
tain times of the day. 

Mr George warned that congestion and pol¬ 
lution at the crossing - both of which are 
already huge problems - could also get worse 
if it is sold to a private company. 

“One of the major issues that arose from our 
study of the M6 toll road was that there was 
lots of concern from people living locally that 
the operators had been encouraging more 
development in an attempt to increase traffic,” 
he said. 

“Obviously having more people paying the 
toll is good for them, but such a situation at 
Dartford would be bad for the M25 and the 
surrounding roads. The needs of a private 
company are often very different to the needs 
of local people, so the Government is going to 
have to strike a balance.” 

A Department for Transport spokeswoman 
said no decisions would be made regarding 
the future of the Dartford crossing until after 
the comprehensive spending review has been 
published next month.

“They sent me a mug suggesting Lee 
should have brought me tea in bed. So rude!

baby at the moment. I would rather he did 
that than make me a cup of tea.” 

Van Outen, who was previously engaged to 


Jamiroquai frontman Jay Kay, is currently 
preparing for a role in a West End musical 
production of Legally Blonde. 

She gave birth to daughter Betsy on May 1 
and is said to have switched to bottle-feeding 
after just three weeks because she was 
apprehensive about being snapped in public 
- and because people kept tutting at her. 

In response to the backlash, a trust 
spokesman said: “Our Keep Calm and Carry 
On campaign is all about encouraging 
mums to breastfeed where possible. 

“It was launched in March to raise aware¬ 
ness of the benefits of breastfeeding for 
babies and the fact it is now illegal to ask 
mums to stop breastfeeding in public.

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Sponsorship in a 
roundabout way 

A CONTRACT to manage the sponsorship 
of roundabouts and boundary signs has 
been put out for tender. 

Kent County Council hopes to raises tens 
of thousands of pounds a year from the 
scheme and is developing a framework that 
will also be made available to other pub¬ 
licly-funded organisations. 

Cabinet member Cllr Roger Gough said: 
“It’s chiefly to do with sponsorship for small 
and medium-sized businesses and is some¬ 
thing district councils have done in the past. 

“It’s hard to say exactly how much might 
be raised from the scheme because one of 
the things up for discussion is what share of 
the income will be kept by the firm which 
manages it for us. It’s important for us to 
raise revenue, but such a scheme is also 
beneficial for local enterprises.” 

Police complaints 

KENT Police is fourth in a national league 
table of the number of officers with three or 
more complaints made against them by the 
public. According to figures obtained by the 
BBC, the county constabulary had 140 who 
fell into that category last year. 

However, Chief Constable Ian Learmonth 
said he was not concerned by the report. 

“The data needs more research and 
understanding,” he said. ‘We have a robust 
professional standards department and for 
any officer who hits that trigger point of 
three complaints, there is automatic inter¬ 
vention. Although we take every complaint 
seriously, many turn out to be unsubstanti¬ 
ated because a lot of people complain just 
because they can.”

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Rugby scandal medic reprimanded at disciplinary hearing 


‘Bloodgate’ doctor is 
let off with warning

THE doctor at the centre of the 
'bloodgate’ scandal has been let 
off with a warning after a disci¬ 
plinary hearing into her role in 
helping a rugby player cover up 
a faked injury

Dr Wendy Chapman, who lives in Sevenoaks 
and has been suspended from her job as an 
A&E consultant at Maidstone Hospital, was 
told by a General Medical Council (GMC) panel 
after a two-week inquiry that her “conduct was 
unacceptable and must not be repeated”. 

She has now resigned from her job. 

The 46-year-old avoided being struck off the 
doctors’ register, but the formal warning will 
remain on the List of Registered Medical 
Practitioners for five years. 

It came after Harlequins’ winger Tom 
Williams bit a fake blood capsule as they were 
losing 6-5 in last year’s Heineken Cup quarter¬ 
final against Leinster so his team could make 
a tactical substitution. 

Dr Chapman, who was the match day doctor, 
cut his lip with a scalpel in a bid to cover up 
the bogus blood injury. 

She went on to give evidence to an inquiiy of 
the European Rugby Cup (ERC) committee and 
gave a false account of what had happened. 

Dishonest 

In their findings, the GMC panel said: “Such 
conduct was found to be dishonest and was 
likely to bring the profession into disrepute.” 

The statement continued: ‘Tour dishonest 
conduct was a significant departure from good 
medical practice and has marred the reputation 
of the medical profession... You were at the 
time unwell and the context in which the 
events took place were wholly exceptional. 

“Nevertheless, your conduct was unac¬ 
ceptable and must not be repeated.” 

She was warned that any repetition of 
such behaviour would be likely to result in 
a finding of “impaired fitness to practise”. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust said: “We will look at the 
GMC’s official response, but as Dr Chapman 
said in her evidence at the hearing, she no 
longer works at Maidstone Hospital.” 

The GMC panel at the hearing was told 
that Dr Chapman had been suffering from 


Schools’ brain bug alert 


PARENTS are being alerted to an increased 
threat from meningitis as children return to 
school after the summer break. 

NHS West Kent warned the disease was “a 
very serious illness” and could develop rapid¬ 
ly, urging everyone to be aware of the signs 
and symptoms. Charity Meningitis UK said 
the close confines of the classroom puts 
youngsters more at risk from the brain bug. 

Meningitis can kill in less than four hours 
and leads to more deaths in the under fives 
than any other infectious disease. 

Survivors are often left with severe after¬ 
effects including brain damage, sight and 
hearing loss, limb loss and scarring. 

Val Harmon, the primary care trust’s infec¬ 
tion control nurse, said: “Meningitis can be a 
very serious illness which develops rapidly. 

“It’s important that people everywhere, 
especially parents of young children, are 
aware of the signs and symptoms. 

“These include severe headache, raised 
temperature, difficulty or pain when looking 
at light, neck stiffness, vomiting, a rash of 
red-purple spots which does not fade when 
pressed, drowsiness or confusion, or back or 


joint pains. Not all these symptoms may 
show at once. If people are concerned, they 
should seek advice from their GP.” 

Meningitis UK said teenagers and stu¬ 
dents as well as younger children were also 
more vulnerable to the bug. Meningitis UK 
urged parents to ensure they were aware of 
the symptoms and to trust their instincts. 

There is still no vaccine for the most com¬ 
mon and deadly form of the disease, menin¬ 
gitis B. Steve Dayman, the charity’s chief 
executive, lost his own son to the disease. 

He said: “Many parents wrongly believe 
their child is protected from meningitis. We 
urge them to be extra vigilant as children 
return to the crowded environment of school, 
where germs spread more easily. 

“Meningitis and septicaemia can be hard to 
recognise early on because initial symptoms 
are similar to many mild childhood diseases. 

“It is vital parents trust their instincts and 
seek treatment as quickly as possible. In the 
absence of a vaccine, it could be the difference 
between life and death.”

a “major depressive disorder” before the 
incident. She was also awaiting the result 
of breast cancer tests. 

Dr Chapman had been unwell for at least 
a year and unable to work before she was 
officially suspended from her job at 
Maidstone A&E in September last year. 

After the hearing concluded, her solicitor 
said the last 18 months had been a “night¬ 
mare for Dr Chapman and her family”. 

She is currently recovering from breast 
cancer surgery that she had in July and 
would be concentrating on her further 
treatment, he said. 

As a result of the ‘bloodgate’ scandal, 
Harlequins was fined £259,000, their 
director of rugby, Dean Richards, was 
banned for three years and Williams was 
given a four-month ban after an investiga¬ 
tion by tournament organiser European 
Rugby Cup (ERC). 

Williams was banned from playing rugby 
for a year by the ERC in July, 2009, but his 
punishment was reduced after he appealed 
and gave evidence against Richards and 
physiotherapist Steph Brennan, who was 
give a two-year suspension. 

It was during the appeal in August that 
the 26-year-old said Dr Chapman deliber¬ 
ately cut his lip after he asked her to do it. 


Councillor on trial 

A DISTRICT councillor has been charged with 
drink-driving for the second time in two 
weeks. Conservative Ewen Cameron, 52, lives 
in Westgate, on the Isle of Thanet. 

On Thursday, he was charged with being in 
charge of a motor vehicle while over the limit. 
The charge relates to an incident on August 11. 

Cllr Cameron has represented Bradstowe 
ward in Broadstairs for three years. He will 
appear before magistrates on Friday, 
September 10, to face both charges. 

Last week he told KOS Media he did not 
intend to resign following his first charge, on 
Saturday, August 21. However, he has stated he 
will stand down when his current term expires. 

He said: “I have no intention of standing 
down. I think a by-election at this time would 
be most unfortunate. It does not affect my abil¬ 
ity to be a councillor.” 

Cllr Cameron was arrested on August 21 in 
a hire car outside Tesco Extra in Margate 
Road, Broadstairs.

Laying down the 
law and taking 
up jazz piano is 
right key change 


SWAPPING law for Latin 
rhythms appears to have 
hit the right note for jazz 
pianist John Harriman. 

For the last two years, the former 
lawyer from Tunbridge Wells has 
been leading the jazz salsa band 
Heads South and their debut album, 
Record Flight, will be released on 
October 1. 

One track has already been select¬ 
ed for Jazz FM’s playlist and the 
group has at least one celebrity fan 
in the form of rocker Rod Stewart. 

But giving up the high-flying 
lifestyle of a lawyer to become a jazz 
musician wasn’t without its chal¬ 
lenges. “Self-perception can be an 
issue when you change hats,” he said. 

“There’s a certain aura to being a 
corporate lawyer and you mix with a 
certain crowd. 

‘When you change to something 
like a jazz musician, it’s totally for¬ 
eign to what you are accustomed to. 

“A fundamental change such as 
that is very difficult, but as long as 
you have the self-confidence to pull 


through that, it can work. I’m so 
happy now.” 

As head chorister at Westminster 
Cathedral, he discovered a love of 
music at a young age but his parents 
persuaded him to study law at uni¬ 
versity. Disappointed by the lack of 
musical influence at the University 
of Liverpool, he later went to 
California where he found a much 
more vibrant live scene. 

Pressure 

“I played in piano bars for a few 
years, but the pressure of trying to 
keep an apartment got to me, so I 
went off and studied law, becoming a 
US lawyer as well,” he said. 

“I was gigging in my 20s, but found 
the pressure of work in New York, 
San Francisco and London squeezed 
public music performance out of my 
timetable. 

“I came to the point where I realised 
I was getting fed up with being part of 
the money-making big business com¬ 
munity. I wanted to be creative, so 
thought I would tiy my hand at it. 

“Since I made that decision, it’s 
been going down a storm.” 


After 20 years in law, Harriman - 
who is now in his 50s - decided to 
make the leap and has been working 
as a musician for six years. 

His love of Cuban rhythms has 
been enhanced by the heritage of his 
Spanish wife and last November the 
band undertook a successful tour of 
Spain. 

Given the early reaction to the 
album, it looks as though Harriman’s 
initial concerns about reaching a pro¬ 
fessional standard have proved 
unfounded. 

“Once you start to create your own 
sound, it’s rewarding from a creative 
standpoint but you also have to have 
something to say to the scene. That 
was a challenge and I was fortunate 
enough to rise to it.” 

Earlier this year, Heads South per¬ 
formed at Rod Stewart’s after-show 
party at the 02 and clearly made a 
big impression on the singer. 

“I was on the beach in Spain four 
weeks ago and he called us back to do 
a second after-show party, but we 
couldn’t do it.”

Mayors drive up town hafl fuel bills 


County Hall’s £200,000 chauffeur bill 


KENT County Council has spent 
almost £200,000 on chauffeurs’ 
wages since April, 2005. 

Despite not having a mayor to 
send to various civic events, the 
authority still provides transport for 
group managing director Katherine 
Kerswell, council chairman Bill 
Hayton and other cabinet mem¬ 
bers and senior councillors. 

It also spends an average of 
£9,400 a year on petrol for chauf¬ 
feur-driven cars. 

A KCC spokesman said: “We 
are committed to providing the 
most cost-effective means of 


transport for elected members 
and senior officers. 

“For many journeys the car is 
often the most economical means 
of travel compared with other 
forms of transport, such as taxis 
and trains. 

“We remain confident our small 
fleet of cars, with drivers 
employed on a casual basis, rep¬ 
resents good value for money and 
is appropriate given the demands 
placed on elected members. 

“If the cars were not provided, 
there would be an increase in 
costs.”

Councils spending 
thousands ferry in g 

figureheads to and 

from civic events, 

but is it paving off?

THEY visit your flower show, lay 
wreaths on Memorial Day and wel¬ 
come visitors to your town from far 
and wide, but are our mayors real¬ 
ly value for money? 

Unlike those with undeniable decision¬ 
making powers like London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, the men and women we see 
bedecked in gold at various civic events are 
little more than ceremonial figureheads for 
the councils they represent. 

But that doesn’t stop local authorities spend¬ 
ing thousands of pounds every year ferrying 
them about the county in gas-guzzling vehi¬ 
cles the likes of which most of us can only 
dream of owning. 

Information provided to KOS Media through 
requests made under the Freedom of 
Information Act shows that Kent’s district and 
borough councils spend anywhere between 
£1,000 and £7,000 per year on petrol expense 
claims for chauffeur-driven vehicles alone. 

When you factor in the wages of the drivers

themselves - who sometimes perform other 
civic duties - the annual costs soar into the 
tens of thousands of pounds. 

For instance, Medway council spent a total of 
£15,663 on mayoral fuel costs over the last five 
years, but £231,513 on the combined salaries 
of two civic and ceremonial officers. Maidstone 
council spent £12,566 on petrol and £210,104 
on wages, and Swale council £11,619 on petrol 
and more than £75,000 on wages. 

“The use of chauffeur-driven, mayoral or 
civic cars is a luxury that will not go down well 
with taxpayers, many of whom are struggling 
with the rising cost of living,” said Emma Boon 
of the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

“There will be situations where council staff 
legitimately have to claim for petrol, but local 
authorities in Kent must do everything they 
can to keep these costs down.” 

Mayors have formed an important part of 


community life in Britain for hundreds of years, 
but only a select few have any real power. 

And despite sometimes chairing their local 
council meetings and getting to dress in robes 
and chains, they are actually just like any 
other member of the local authority on which 
they serve. 

Cllr Patrick Coleman has been a member of 
Dartford council for the past 35 years and is 
currently enjoying his third stint as mayor. 

He told KOS Media that although some 
members of the public do not support the role, 
most were unaware of the good it does for the 
community and the money it raises for charity. 

“There will always be people who view may¬ 
ors a bit like the royal family and say it’s not 
money well spent,” he said. 

“But in my opinion it’s not a great deal of 
money and it keeps going a tradition that has 
always been a British way of life. 


“We look to make between £10,000 and 
£20,000 every year for charity, with most of the 
money coming from civic events that are now 
rarely funded by the council.” 

This year Cllr Coleman has pledged to raise 
money for the Little Buds baby unit at Darent 
Valley Hospital, the north-west Kent branch of 
the Life counselling service for women, Bexley 
and Dartford Samaritans, and the House of 
Mercy homeless hostel. 

And despite having his fuel costs covered for 
him, Cllr Coleman insists his position is far 
from a cushy number. 

“I’ve done it three times and at the end of 
every year I’ve been out of pocket,” he said. 
“You’ve got to want to do it because it’s a total¬ 
ly different role to being a local councillor or 
cabinet member, which I was before. 

“I do it because I feel I have the ability to add 
something to the borough as its mayor.”

Miliband brothers win backing of 
the county’s defeated Labour MPs 


KENT’S former Labour MPs have 
thrown their weight behind the 
Miliband brothers as the siblings 
battle it out to succeed Gordon 
Brown as leader of the Labour 
party, writes Marijke Cox. 

With ballot papers being sent out this week 
to those eligible to vote, the majority of the 
county’s former parliamentarians are opting 
for David or Ed Miliband. 

The brothers, who have visited the county 
separately in recent months, are up against

former health secretary Andy Burnham, 
ex-education minister Ed Balls, and back¬ 
bencher Diane Abbott. 

The eldest of the brothers, David, 45, who 
was foreign secretary for the three years 
running up to the 2010 general election, was 
the first to enter the race after Mr Brown 
stepped down as Prime Minister in May. 

As a front-runner alongside his 40-year-old 
brother, Mr Miliband has garnered support 
from party members following his visit to the 
county just weeks after the general election. 

Ex-Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan 
Shaw and former Thanet South MP 
Stephen Ladyman are backing the hopeful. 

Mr Shaw spoke on Wednesday at a 
Labour Party meeting in support of David 
Miliband, who he described as “dynamic 
and intellectual” earlier this year. 

Dr Ladyman also revealed to KOS Media 
that he would be voting for him, saying Mr 
Miliband would bring confidence back to the 
party and make it easier for party members 
to educate voters in the South East. 

“People here are very aspirational,” said Dr 


Ladyman. “They want to do the best for their 
family and the freedom to get on with that.” 

Before his election to Parliament in 2001, 
David Miliband was Tony Blair’s head of poli¬ 
cy and was credited for playing a major part in 
the Labour party’s landslide victory of 1997. 

He served as environment secretary in 2006, 
and then foreign secretary a year later. 

His bother Ed was one of Gordon Brown’s 
confidants when he was Chancellor and was 
appointed chairman of the Treasury’s council 
of economic advisers. 

He was appointed as Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, and Minister for the 
Cabinet Office, before serving as energy and 
climate change secretary. 

The brothers were the first siblings to sit in 
cabinet at the same time in more than 70 years. 

Former Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser 
and ex-Medway MP Bob Marshall-Andrews 
revealed they would be voting for Ed Miliband. 

Mr Prosser - who in May said he would back 
the elder brother - said: “Ed is talking about 
change, while David is saying much of the same. 

“In terms of regeneration plans and housing 
in east Kent, I think Ed, as leader, would make 
a lot of momentous things happen. 

“David is very academic, but Ed seems more 
human.” 

Former MP for Gillingham and Rainham 
Paul Clark, however, is backing Ed Balls. 

Mr Clark said: “I believe he is the right per¬ 
son to get support for Labour back in Kent.” 

Former Dartford MP Howard Stoate and ex- 
Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Derek Wyatt 
were unavailable for comment. 

The results of the leadership contest will be 
announced at the party’s annual conference in 
Manchester on September 25. 
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Illegal traveller 
camps to face 
tougher action

GYPSIES and travellers flouting 
planning rules by building ille¬ 
gal encampments will come 
under pressure from new plans 
unveiled by the government. 

For Kent it could mean a break for resi¬ 
dents in hard-hit areas where unautho¬ 
rised camps have been set up. 

Communities and local government sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles revealed plans to 
strengthen local authorities’ powers to 
tackle the problem, including action 
against unscrupulous private developers. 

He said: “The majority of travellers are 
law-abiding citizens. But at the same time, 
we will not sit back and allow people to 
bypass the planning rules that everyone 
else has to abide by.” 

Recent figures from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
revealed the number of encampments was 
on the increase. 

There are 232 legal sites provided by local 
councils or social landlords in Kent and 
Medway. 

In Lenham Road in Headcorn, near 
Ashford, there are 12 legal sites in a space of 
two miles, with three illegal camps nearby. 

When Labour were in power, the party 
pushed local authorities to ensure there 
were sufficient sites available for the trav¬ 
elling communities. 

Exploiting 

But some gypsies and travellers began 
exploiting planning regulations to bulldoze 
councils into simply accepting encamp¬ 
ments on unauthorised land. 

The Human Rights Act also made it hard¬ 
er to evict them. 

Some travellers would buy cheap plots of 
greenfield land - which cannot be devel¬ 
oped - before moving mobile homes in, 
using the law to stop or severely delay 
authorities from moving them on until the 
homes become accepted. 

Then the value of the now-potential 
development site can soar from £5,000 to as 
much as £50,000. 

Matthew Knight, a senior partner at 
Knights Solicitors in Tunbridge Wells, has

worked on travellers’ cases for 25 years. 

He said: “The primary difficulty is that, 
while the site may have been unlawfully 
developed, in the majority of cases the gyp¬ 
sies and travellers in question are the legal 
owners of the land they are developing.” 

According to Mr Knight, local authorities 
do have enforcement powers where they 
can enter sites and remove camps, but 
many fear judicial challenges being made 
regarding human rights. 

KOS Media recently revealed all 13 coun¬ 
cil leaders in Kent had teamed up to 
demand laws that would make it easier to 
stop unlawful camps. 

Now, in the new plans, travellers and gyp¬ 
sies who “play by the rules” will get more 
rights and be treated the same as mobile 
home residents with stronger tenancy rights. 

Stronger action will be taken against 
those failing to abide by the laws. 

The Government is also looking at includ¬ 
ing traveller sites in the New Homes 
Bonus, where councils are given cash incen¬ 
tives for every new home they build. 

Mr Knight said local authorities may well 
take advantage and increase the number of 
authorised sites. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, KCC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Kent adult social services, said he 
welcomed the announcement that mobile 
home laws will be applied to publicly run 
traveller sites. 

He said the council had for a long time 
believed that unauthorised developments 
should not be established by anyone - 
gypsy, traveller or from the settled 
community. 

“In light of this, we will be looking closely 
at the detail of proposals to toughen up the 
law against such developments,” he said. 
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Diabetics miss out on 


insulin pump option

AN NHS ‘postcode lottery’ has 
been blamed for diabetes patients 
in Kent missing out on the full 
range of available treatments. 

The Medical Technology Group (MTG) - a 
coalition of patient groups, research charities 
and medical manufacturers - claims only a 
tiny percentage of diabetics receive insulin 
pump therapy as an alternative to injections. 

Recommended for people with type 1 dia¬ 
betes, the treatment is currently used by 0.25 
per cent of patients in the NHS Medway region 
- well below the 12 per cent national target 
set by the National Institute for Health and 
Clinical Excellence (NICE). The Eastern and 
Coastal Kent figure is only moderately high¬ 
er at 1.5 per cent, while the uptake at NHS 
West Kent stands at 5.7 per cent. 

The national average is 3.9 per cent.

He said: “Insulin pumps have been recom¬ 
mended by NICE because they are an effi¬ 
cient use of NHS resources and can have a 
dramatic impact on patients’ quality of life.” 

Insulin pumps are small devices attached 
to a patient’s waist which feed insulin into 
the body via a plastic tube when it is needed. 

This is seen as especially useful when treat¬ 
ing children, as it is preferable to injecting a 
certain amount of insulin in the morning 
when a parent does not know how active 
their child will be throughout the day. 
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While admitting the therapy is not suitable 
for everyone, the MTG says those who do use 
the treatment are generally in better health 
and are admitted to hospital far less often 
than those who receive injections, thus reduc¬ 
ing the long-term costs to the NHS. 

The uptake rate in other European states is 
estimated at between 10 and 20 per cent, and 
between 15 and 20 per cent in America. 

Whitstable mother Jacqui Double says she 
fought for more than two years before NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent agreed to fund the 
treatment for her sons Tom, 11, and Joseph, 13. 

She said: “I think the uptake rates in Kent 
are indicative of what happens when patients 
aren’t given the full picture.” 

All three of Kent’s primary care trusts told 
KOS Media they were committed to provid¬ 
ing all available treatments for patients. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said it was 
currently funding 46 people to receive insulin 
pump therapy, and that it was working hard 
to increase provision and support. 

NHS West Kent admitted it was a “lengthy 
and complicated” process to transfer patients 
to the alternative treatment, but said uptake 
had increased considerably over the last 
few years and that nobody who meets 
the NICE criteria is turned away. 

A spokesman for NHS Medway said 
the uptake rate had risen to one per cent 
since the MTG survey was taken, and 
that patients work with specialists at 
Medway Hospital to decide which treat¬ 
ment will suit them best.

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Chance find proves to 
be a golden discovery

TWO gold bracelets uneart¬ 
hed after almost 3,000 years 
were spotted by chance. 

For around 2,700 years they were 
buried under the Kent soil, but 
after a leading archaeological expert 
visited an excavation site, he spot¬ 
ted them on top of earth already 
moved during the big road dig. 

The bracelets join some 10,000 
other important finds unearthed by 
volunteers and experts on the East 
Kent Access site between Ramsgate 
and Sandwich, the biggest archaeo¬ 
logical excavation in the country 
this year. 

And all that historic ‘treasure’ 
means the experts are learning a 
huge amount about how people 
were living on the Isle of Thanet 
from earliest times. 

The teams have found prehis¬ 
toric burial monuments, Iron Age 
enclosures and a village that 
would have watched the Roman 
invasion, plus Saxon cemeteries, 
tracks and the remains of a shell¬ 
fish processing site. 

These late Bronze Age bracelets 
date from around 700 BC. They 
were sitting on top of a pile of earth 
dug from a trench when Kent 
County Council principal archaeo¬ 
logical officer Simon Mason found 
them while on a site visit with a 
small group of colleagues. 

He said: “It was incredible - a real¬ 
ly exciting find. I couldn’t believe it 
when I saw them. It’s the first time 
I have found gold in 20 or 30 years 
as an archaeologist.

“They looked too good to be real. I 
picked them up and took them over 
to my colleagues and said: What do 
you make of these?’ They were quite 
tarnished to start with. 

“When we cleaned them up we 
then realised they were some¬ 
thing special.” 

It is believed they had once been 
worn by children and may have 
been worship offerings, placed near 
to water. They were found together, 
one pushed inside the other. 

Fascinating 

There is evidence of a Bronze Age 
settlement on the find site, and five 
hoards of bronze objects of a similar 
age to the bracelets have been found 
in the same area. 

Mr Mason added: “Their real 
value to me as an archaeologist 
though is how they contribute to the 
story we are putting together from 
our excavations on the road. 

“With all the thousands of every¬ 
day objects we have dug up they 
are really helping to shed new light 
on the lives of prehistoric, Roman 
and Saxon people in Thanet.”

Now they are being kept by 
Oxford Wessex Archaeology until 
they can be declared treasure by the 
north east Kent coroner. 

It is hoped they will be put on dis¬ 
play locally in future. 

KCC deputy cabinet member for 
environment, highways and waste, 
Cllr David Brazier, said: “This 
excavation has given us a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how people have 
been living in this corner of Kent 
for centuries. 

“The county council has given 
local people the opportunity to get 
hands on’ experience to find out about 
the archaeology on their doorstep.” 

And Dr Andrew Fitzpatrick, from 
Oxford Wessex Archaeology, added: 
“The gold bracelets are stunning. 
They are stand-out finds from a 
huge excavation. 

“A wealth of information has been 
recovered by everyone who helped, 
but the work is not finished. 

“Now we have to study the find¬ 
ings - which is a bit like doing a jig¬ 
saw. When we have put together all 
the tiny pieces there will be a new 
picture of the history of Kent.” 


Save animals to save 
the people, says Gale 


PAKISTANI flood victims will con¬ 
tinue to die until more attention is 
given to rescuing the animals they 
rely on, claims a long-standing Tory 
MP, writes Steve Knight. 

North Thanet representative 
Roger Gale, who is also a trustee for 
the Society for the Protection on 
Animals Abroad (Spana), says that 
if mules, goats, chickens and other 
animals are allowed to perish as a 
result of the disaster, then many of 
Pakistan’s people will soon follow. 

His comments follow calls by 
Oxfam to commence reconstruction 
in the poverty-stricken nation, 
where some 17 million people have 
been affected by the floods. 

Mr Gale told KOS Media that until 
an animal welfare presence is admit¬ 
ted to the Disasters Emergency 
Committee (DEC), of which Oxfam 
is a member, it will always be a 
matter of “too little, too late”. 

“Organisations like Spana and 
The Brooke are right up front work¬ 
ing with the working animals,” he 
said. “This is not bunny-hugging 
stuff. It’s not about animal rights. 
It’s the hard-nosed reality that if 
you save an animal’s life, you can 
save a family’s life. 

“Oxfam says it’s time to start 
reconstructing Pakistan, but there’s 


no-one on the DEC dealing with 
livestock like goats, cattle and 
mules - the things that enable peo¬ 
ple to work and eat. 

“I’m not suggesting we should put 
animals before people, but at the 
moment charities are simply saving 
the lives of people who will die 
tomorrow unless things change.” 

Spana was founded in 1923, by 
Kate Hosali and her daughter Nina 
after they witnessed the mistreat¬ 
ment of animals on their travels 
through North Africa. 

Today the London-based charity 
offers free veterinary care for more 
than 400,000 animals every year and 
also runs education and emergency 
programmes around the world. 

Mr Gale said government inter¬ 
vention was needed to ensure lives 
were not needlessly lost. 

“The DEC does good work, but it is 
an exclusive club that has resisted 
the inclusion of animal welfare rep¬ 
resentation for too long. It claims to 
understand the issues with ani¬ 
mals, but it doesn’t. 

“I believe the time has come for 
Government to intervene and, in 
the interests of lifesaving humanity, 
insist that animal rescue is afforded 
the representation and priority its 
importance warrants.” 


Woman cleared 
out her lover’s 
bank accounts 

WHEN Michelle Pussord, 39, 
thought her partner was cheating on 
her she took her revenge by stealing 
from his four bank accounts. 

Pussord, of Water Lane, West 
Mailing, helped herself to £18,129.06, 
Maidstone Magistrates were told. 

She admitted four counts of theft. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said 
Pussord met her partner Robert via 
the internet and swiftly changed her 
surname by deed poll to his, although 
they never married. 

In June last year he found £300 
missing from one of his accounts, but 
things came to head when he took 
out a bank loan in April for £14,900 
and found £13,000 had been drained 
from it. Another account that was 
supposed to have more than £2,000 
was left with with £6.72. 

Toby Burrough, defending, said his 
twice-married, alcoholic client 
thought Robert was spending money 
on other women. 

Shortly after the discovery she left 
and began sleeping rough, but is now 
getting treatment for her alcohol 
problems. 

She was given a four-month jail 
sentence, suspended for a year, plus 
200 hours community work and was 
ordered to pay £500 compensation.

The show, hosted by Chris Tarrant, saw 
drama and elocution teacher Jane return for a 
second session. 

She also reads card, palms and tea leaves. 

But even she couldn’t see the misfortune 
that hit her family. 

Husband Stephen, 62, works as a bricklayer 
after losing his career as a company director 
and is now battling a bad back. 

She said: “He is fit, the job keeps him fit, but 
he has got an arthritic spine and although it’s 
very debilitating, it’s not going to kill him, but 
working in the cold weather and in the winter 
I feel for him every day. It’s hard work. 

“He can retire when he’s 65 obviously, but if 
I could get the £50,000, we could have that 
nicely for two years before he retires.”

Government is 
failing to see the 
big picture over 
courts closures 


CONTENTIOUS government proposals to close magistrates’ courts 
in Ashford and Swale have been developed with “no sense”, claims 
an influential JP, writes Steve Knight. 


John Fassenfelt, who serves on the mid- 
Kent bench, is also deputy chairman of the 
national Magistrates’ Association and told 
KOS Media he did not think the impact on 
the communities affected by the potential 
closures had been properly addressed. 

The Ministry of Justice is planning to 
shut 103 courts in England and Wales in an 
attempt to save at least £15 million a year 
in running costs, plus an extra £22m in 
building maintenance. 

A consultation on the 
courts proposals closes on 
September 15. 

“We understand the eco¬ 
nomic predicament the 
Government finds itself in 
and there are probably good 
reasons for shutting many of 
the courts on the list,” said 
Mr Fassenfelt. 

“But we don’t accept there’s 
a case for Sittingboume or 
Ashford. The consultation 
document only looks at the 
economic side of particular 
courthouses and not the 
issues in and around them. 

“For example, if 
Sittingboume Magistrates’ 

Court is closed then defendants, witnesses 
and victims will have to go to either 
Canterbury or Medway. That’s fine if you 
live in the middle of Sittingboume, but if 
you’re stuck out in Leysdown (on the Isle of 
Sheppey) then it’s nigh on impossible to get 
there by public transport. 

“I think the problems in Ashford are sim¬ 
ilar because there are also outlying areas 
and the town is expanding.” 

Last month Sittingboume and Sheppey 


Tory MP Gordon Henderson said people liv¬ 
ing in his constituency would be “betrayed” 
if the closure of their court went ahead. 

Mr Fassenfelt said he was optimistic reac¬ 
tions like Mr Henderson’s would force the 
Government to consider other options. 

“The court closures are not underpinned 
by any sort of strategy of how to deliver jus¬ 
tice in Kent,” he said. “You’ve got to set stan¬ 
dards, but there’s no sense in any of this.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Fassenfelt 
admitted he had mixed feel¬ 
ings about plans to axe anti¬ 
social behaviour orders 
(Asbos), which magistrates 
issue to defendants at the 
request of police and councils. 

Home Secretary Theresa 
May has signalled her inten¬ 
tion to do away with the 
orders, with police adopting 
a more “common sense” 
approach. 

However, her Labour pred¬ 
ecessor Alan Johnson warned 
that such a move would 
“leave communities helpless”. 

Mr Fassenfelt said: “I 
think Asbos have their uses, 
but you’ve got to remember 
that before they were introduced (in 1999) 
there was still a plethora of laws that 
allowed police to deal with low-level crimes. 

“Asbos only reinforced the police’s ability 
to bring these issues to court, albeit slight¬ 
ly quicker. 

“I have mixed feelings about them poten¬ 
tially being axed. I was never 100 per cent 
behind them because they were originally 
intended for adults, but have instead been 
used extensively for young people.”

SYNAGOGUES will welcome in the 
public as part of a celebration of the 
Jewish religion and its close connec¬ 
tions with Kent.

For example, we are active 
members of the Thanet Inter-Faith Council, 
which meets regularly to talk about aspects of dif¬ 
ferent religions to ensure we can all get along. 

Heritage 

“Most people just want to live a peaceful life and 
believe what they want to believe without other 
people telling them what is right and wrong.” 

Kent has five active Jewish communities beyond 
the London suburbs, ranging from Orthodox and 
Independent to Progressive, all of which have 
resolved to work together on a range of projects 
designed to enhance Judaism in the county. 


The Thanet and District Reform Synagogue is 
celebrating its 25th anniversary this year, and 
will be hosting an exhibition entitled Art in 
Judaism as part of the European Day of Jewish 
Culture and Heritage next Sunday. Admission is 
free and refreshments will also be available. 

“Jewish people have had a presence in Kent 
since there have been Jews in this country, so 
that’s going back a long way,” said Mr Fischer. 

“In our part of the world the community has been 
very closely linked with Montefiore, who was a very 
English Jew and a great benefactor. He donated 
the gold links on the Ramsgate town mayor’s 
chains of office, which are still worn with great 
pride today. The links are the Hebrew letter for ‘M’.”

Soon you’ll 
be able to 
dry clothes 
in the park 


OUTDATED by-laws are to be made easier 
to abolish as part of government plans to 
give communities more decision-making 
powers, writes Steve Knight. 

By-laws are local regulations established 
to deal with an area’s issues, but the need for 
Parliamentary approval before they can be 
scrapped means some rules remain intact 
long after their usefulness has expired. 

Examples include a 1956 directive that 
prohibits the drying of clothes in various 
parks in Whitstable, and another from 1965 
which prevents people playing gramo¬ 
phones or wireless sets too loudly in Lydd. 

Local government minister Grant Shapps 
told the BBC the Government wanted to put 
power back into the hands of local people. 

“Clearly, an 1887 law about beating carpets 
in Blackpool is no longer followed, in which 
case let’s make it easier to scrap,” he said. 

“Having pointless laws that no-one fol¬ 
lows makes a mockery of the law. This gov¬ 
ernment wants to hand the power to do 
those things to local communities, which 
can’t be a bad thing.” 

Although there are many examples of out¬ 
dated by-laws throughout the country, there 
are even more that still serve a purpose for 
the communities in which they are set up. 

For instance, in 2001 Canterbury council 
agreed to a new by-law that made it illegal 
to drink alcohol in a specific church and car 
park that had suffered problems in the past. 

And it is these types of rules the 
Government wants to make easier to cre¬ 
ate, by again allowing local authorities to 
make decisions based on the wants and 
needs of their residents. 

“This will give us the chance to sit down 
and have a proper look at what laws are 
really necessary,” said Cllr Andrew Bowles, 
leader of the Tory-run Swale council. 

“I’ve always been a total advocate of small 
government, and that Parliament should 
interfere on as few occasions as possible. 

“Let’s talk to residents and let them decide 
what rules they find to be total nonsense.” 

Yet despite welcoming the proposals, Cllr 
Bowles warned against councils making 
knee-jerk reactions just because they can. 

He added: “It’s more important we use 
our intellect to make sure we consider the 
consequences first.”

Jailed: The callous thug 

who deliberately infected 

young woman with IIIV

A MAN who knowingly infected 
a 19-year-old with HIV has been 
jailed for two years. 

His victim found out only when she went 
for a pregnancy test. Nicholas Andrew 
Richards, 31, of Saffron Way, 
Sittingbourne, was given two years in 
prison and a five-year unprotected-sex ban 
after he pleaded guilty to two charges of 
grievous bodily harm. 

In June, 2008, Richards had unprotected 
sex with a teenager from Faversham, 
despite knowing he was HIV positive. 

The young woman only found out she 
had the virus when she fell pregnant and 
took routine blood tests. Luckily, her baby 
was spared the infection. 

Richards was sentenced to a year in jail 
and given a five-year sexual offences preven¬ 
tion order, which forbids him from having 
unprotected sex and means he must warn 
any potential partners about his HIV status. 

Det Chief Insp Simon Wilson of mid Kent 
police said: “Not only did he knowingly infect 
a young girl with HIV - a disease she will

have to live with for the rest of her life - but 
he also selfishly put her child at risk, too. 

“The sheer bravery the victim showed in 
coming forward immediately and giving 
evidence in court helped us secure a convic¬ 
tion against him and I would like to pay 
tribute to her courage.” 

Richards was given an additional year’s 
sentence for a separate incident of GBH 
with intent on April 9, last year, when he 
assaulted a 28-year-old in Gillingham, 
leaving him with a partially severed 
tongue, bleeding to the left side of his 
brain, a bruised and swollen face and a 
broken nose. 

DCI Wilson said: “The crimes committed 
by Richards have been both abhorrent and 
callous, with far-reaching consequences for 
both victims. 

“His vicious attack on a man in Medway 
proves he is a danger to others and I am 
glad he has been brought to justice for his 
crimes. 

“I would also appeal to others who may 
have fallen prey to this man to report it to 
police so he can be made to face the conse¬ 
quences of his actions.”

Nurses’ mealtime service 
proves hard to swallow 


NURSES could soon be serving patients 
their food as well as treating their medical 
needs under new plans at a hospital. 

If proposals go ahead, nurses at Darent 
Valley Hospital in Dartford will replace 
catering staff and will have to start dishing 
out meals. 

It follows a patient survey at Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust which indicated nurs¬ 
es should be more involved with patient meals. 

But union officials at Unison, which repre¬ 
sents some of the nurses at the hospital and 
the catering staff who are employed by pri¬ 
vate company Carillion, said the move was 
unnecessary. Simon Bolton, regional organis¬ 
er for Unison, claimed the move would see 
nurses slipping back into the stereotypical 
1950s nurse role. 

Pressure 

“This is the 21st century” he said. “Nurses 
have more skills and have more responsibil¬ 
ity than they used to. They will be put under 
extreme pressure if they have to carry out 
their medical duties on top of dishing out 
food. I think it’s a solution looking for a prob¬ 
lem when there isn’t one. Nurses feel the 
same and believe it’s a bad idea.” 

But health bosses claim the move will pro¬ 
vide more direct contact between patients 
and nursing staff. Jenny Kay, director of 
nursing at Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust, said discussions with Carillion about 
the feasibility of changing mealtime service 
was still in early stages. 

“We always take patients’ comments seri¬ 
ously,” she said. “The latest patient satisfaction 
survey indicated a preference for nurses to be 
more involved in mealtimes. Serving meals 
gives nurses the one-to-one opportunity to talk 
about how each patient is feeling and hear any 
comments about the hospital food.” 

But Unison dismissed trust claims that

serving food would provide better contact. 

“Nurses are in overall charge of caring for 
patients and already keep an eye on what 
they eat and whether they are hydrated,” 
said Mr Bolton. 

“The idea that patients won’t talk to a 
nurse if they are unhappy with the food is 
rubbish. One thing people do when they are 
unhappy is complain or ask their relatives to 
say something. It’s an absolute fallacy that 
nurses don’t have good contact with their 
patients if they’re not serving food.” 

Mr Bolton added: “The catering staff have 
been doing an adequate job. There have been 
no problems raised since they started serv¬ 
ing the food. They’re getting on with their 
work and doing it well. Nurses should not 
have to deal with what is effectively house¬ 
keeping when they have so many other 
things to do.” 

Unison represents 240 catering, porter and 
cleaning staff employed by Carillion at the 
hospital. It is not known whether the plans, 
if pushed through, will result in any redun¬ 
dancies. Carillion, one of the UK’s leading 
support services and construction compa¬ 
nies, declined to comment.

Three days 
of harbour 
ska heaven 


A HARBOUR is to come alive 
with the sound of ska this week¬ 
end as bands and DJs come 
together to celebrate the music’s 
resurgence in Kent. 

The Skabour festival, which is being held 
in Folkestone, is expected to draw thou¬ 
sands, as dedicated fans join new followers 
at the inaugural event. 

Organiser John Sims, a leading light with¬ 
in the ska scene, said many of the gigs will 
be free to attend. “The concept is to do this 
for the love of the music rather than money,” 
he said. 

Mr Sims - also known as Teflon - is a 
graphic designer behind the black and white 
imagery of the 2-Tone record label which 
represented 1970s ska bands, including The 
Specials and The Selecter. 

The Hawkinge resident said: “Folkestone 
Skabour will be the ska music event of the 
year. Once the word was out we were over¬ 
whelmed by the response from bands, DJs, 
fans, scooter clubs and the public.” 

Ska originated in Jamaica in the late 
1950s, combining Caribbean folk music and 
calypso with rhythm ’n’ blues and jazz. It 
became popular with mods in the 1960s. But 
this weekend will see it brought back to life, 
with bands and DJs celebrating the genre.

The Beat, a ska revival band formed in the 
late 1970s, are performing as well as local 
bands The Flack and Skatonics. 

While several bands are playing at ticket¬ 
ed venues in the town, the majority will be 
playing at the harbour along with sets from 
a host of DJs. 

Fans could also be treated to a glimpse of 
one-time Specials keyboard player Jerry 
Dammers, who is planning to attend. 

When his former bandmates re-formed 
The Specials, they sold all the tickets for a 
show at Margate’s Winter Gardens in 
November last year, in under 24 hours. 

Trevor Moss, another organiser of the 
event, said tickets for some bands are 
already sold out, but there will be free music 
all weekend at the harbour. 

“There will be a carnival atmosphere and 
music that will make everyone tap their 
feet, whether they are followers of ska or 
new fans,” he said. “It’s like with the Notting 
Hill carnival; not everyone loves Caribbean 
music but there is a real party feel that gets 
people involved. This will be the same. 

“There will be 150 scooters as well as mar¬ 
ket stalls, 14 bands and 13 DJs. John Sims 
has contacts in the ska movement and as 
soon as he said what we were doing loads of 
people wanted to get involved.” 

Mr Moss said if the event was successful, 
other festivals could be held each year. 

‘We could do a biennial ska event and per¬ 
haps jazz or rock other years,” he said. 

“Folkestone is up and coming with the 
Creative Quarter, so it’s the perfect setting.”

Bucks campaigners shocked 
by our ‘ugly’ high-speed line 

“HORRTFTC” damage caused to the countrv- Midlands with nossible extensions to th< 


“HORRIFIC” damage caused to the country¬ 
side by High Speed 1 has strengthened the 
resolve of campaigners against a fast train 
line between London and Birmingham. 

Councillors in Buckinghamshire are so con¬ 
cerned about the impact the proposed High 
Speed 2 network will have on their county 
that they embarked on a fact-finding mission 
to Kent, guided by former Kent County 
Council planning officer Chris Waite. 

But as Chiltem Tory district councillor 
Mimi Harker told KOS Media, the travelling 
party were less than impressed with what 
they found. 

“What I saw in Kent totally strengthened 
my resolve to fight the HS2 proposals,” she 
said. 


Pressure 


“One picture I shall never forget was the 
glorious scene of a farmhouse with grazing 
animals on a hill, but then further up the hill 
there was the track, the infrastructure and 
the ugliness. 

“It’s horrific and if anyone needed any rea¬ 
son to fight HS2 then they should come down 
to Kent and see what’s happened here.” 

Southeastern’s high-speed service has 
received heavy criticism since its launch last 
December, with passengers claiming it is 
under-used and has increased the pressure 
on mainline trains. 

Set up by the previous Labour government 
in January last year, HS2 Ltd has been 
tasked with looking at the feasibility of a sec¬ 
ond line between London and the West 


Midlands with possible extensions to the 
North and Scotland. 

A public consultation on the proposals is 
planned for early next year. 

If given the go-ahead the line would cut 
through the Chiltems Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and tunnel underneath 
Amersham and the Chalfonts. 

Cllr Valerie Letheren - cabinet member 
for transport at Tory-run Bucks County 
Council - said the county would not benefit 
from the line because there are no stops 
planned there. 

She added: ‘We are very concerned about 
the detrimental effects HS2 could have on our 
countryside and we all supported the motion 
we didn’t want it to go through Bucks. 

“There’s a lot of opposition to it and I’ve only 
had one person tell me he thought it was a 
good idea. Residents’ houses have been blight¬ 
ed ever since (previous Transport Secretary) 
Lord Adonis announced it, but they will only 
get compensation if the route goes through 
their homes and they have to move. 

‘We would prefer them to increase the 
capacity of the existing west coast mainline.” 

Cllr Letheren added she was grateful to 
Mr Waite - who worked on the HS1 project, 
but has since retired from KCC - for hosting 
the visit. 

She said: “He told us about all dealing with 
such a large scheme and was very fair. 

“He admitted that once something like that 
is thrust upon you, a council has no choice 
but to work with the Government and do 
what’s best for the county.”

Clunes said: “Being very familiar 
with the work of the RNLI, I know 
the professionalism of its volunteer 
lifeboat crews has been honed down 
to a fine art, so I am only to happy to 
lend my creative flair to the Margate 
art auction to help raise the much- 
needed money to enable the charity 
and its crews to continue their life¬ 
saving work.”

White Cliffs hope to 
greet Olympic Torch 
despite security fears 


DOVER could still welcome the 
entry of the Olympic Torch to the 
UK for the London 2012 Games 
despite worries over security. 

The International Olympic 
Committee - alarmed at distur¬ 
bances on the route prior to the 
Beijing games - is set to halt the 
traditional international relay. 

Members fear a repeat of the 
protests, which were aimed at 
China’s human rights record, as 
the torch proceeds through other 
sensitive areas. 

This has lead to concern locally 
that Dover will not see the torch 
paraded through its streets on 
arrival in the UK - as happened 
prior to the 1948 Games. 

Logistical 

Campaigners say it would 
attract thousands of visitors and 
be a major boost to the economy. 

But Kent County Council’s 
head of sport, leisure and 
Olympics, Chris Hespe, who is 
also chairman of the Kent 2012 
Campaign, said Dover was still 
in the frame. 

Councillor Hespe said: “Rece¬ 
ntly, the organisers informed us 
that no decision has been made 
on the point of entry and that full 
discussions would be held with 
Kent County Council about the 
Dover option prior to any deci¬ 
sion being taken. 

“We understand there are a 


number of areas that would like 
to accommodate the entry of the 
Olympic torch into the UK. 

“We believe the case for Dover 
is strong, but understand the 
decision will be made on logisti¬ 
cal grounds.” 

The torch is set to arrive in 
Britain on Friday, May 18,2012, 
at a destination still to be 
finalised. It is believed there will 
then be a relay across the UK. 

Upon arrival in Britain, the 
torch will start a 70-day tour 
where it is expected to visit all 
66 cities, all sites where events 
will take place and 28 UNESCO 
heritage sites, including 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

Back in 1948, London hosted 
the Olympics after a 12-year hia¬ 
tus because of World War Two. 

HMS Bicester was detailed to 
carry the flame across the 
Channel and into England via 
Dover. The flame then travelled 
to London through Kent via 
Canterbury, Charing and 
Maidstone before continuing the 
journey to Wembley. 

The Kent 2012 Campaign is 
partnered with the KCC and is 
making sure that Kent benefits 
from the London Olympics and 
Paralympics happening on the 
county’s doorstep. 

The campaign is continuing its 
case for the torch’s arrival in 
front of the iconic White Cliffs.

YOU could be forgiven for not knowing what 
a binturong is, or what it looks like. 

Well, one has just arrived at the Port 
Lympne zoo park near Folkestone, and he is 
pretty rare. 

The keepers said Watt, as they have 
named him, is a first for them. 

The three-year-old arrived from another col¬ 
lection earlier in the summer but is only now 
venturing out into the public viewing area. 

Head small carnivore keeper, Neville Buck, 
said: “Watt has actually been here several 
weeks but he is a shy individual and has 
been taking time getting used to his new sur¬ 
roundings. 

“When he arrived he was cautious and 
confined himself to his nest-box, but we 
gradually coaxed him out and eventually he 
was accepting food from the end of a stick. 

“He is gaining in confidence and can often 
be spotted up in the trees of his open-topped 
enclosure. 


“Binturongs are primarily nocturnal so the 
best time to see him is late afternoon.” 

The shy creatures are usually found in the 
rainforests of south-east Asia, so peeking out 
at the wilds of Kent was always going to be a 
culture shock for Watt. 

The binturong has a face like a cat and long 
shaggy black fur like a bear, which earned 
them the nickname ‘bear cat’. 

Despite appearances, they are not actually 
related to either. The binturong is in fact the 
largest member of the civet family. 

The binturong’s tail is prehensile, perfectly 
adapting them for climbing and gripping 
branches in the canopy. 

Watts lives primarily on fruit, leaves and 
shoots and on occasion eggs and small 
rodents or birds. 

Mr Buck added: “We are delighted to 
have a new species at the park and look 
forward to seeing more and more of Watt in 
the future.”

You can be the judge 
in online courtroom 


But will vour sentence match the crime?

AN ONLINE courtroom allowing 
web users to pass judgement on 
fictional cases has attracted more 
than 10,000 visits in a little over 
three months. 

Launched in May by the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board (KCJB), the You be the Judge 
website gives people the chance to find out 
more about the sentencing process and to 
have their say on how certain crimes should 
be punished. 

They can then see if their sentence match¬ 
es the one handed down by the judge or mag¬ 
istrate sitting in the actual case, and also 
compare it to how other viewers voted. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
is chairman of the KCJB, which was set up 
in 2003 to tackle issues including persist¬ 
ent young offenders, public confidence and 
victim satisfaction. 

He said: “Initiatives such as You be the 
Judge aim to help improve people’s knowl¬ 
edge and understanding of the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, to explain how it works and 
show the influencing factors on decisions.” 

The interactive website launched with just 
one case for viewers to judge, but three new 
crimes have since been placed online. 

One is based on a fictional 26-year-old man 
with two previous convictions, who pleads 
not guilty to a burglary charge at crown 
court following a late-night break-in at the 
home of a young couple and their baby. 

Another features a 35-year-old drug addict 
who admits to robbing a young woman at 
knifepoint to feed his habit. 

The third involves a 19-year-old man with

no previous convictions who pleads guilty to 
using threatening behaviour towards an eld¬ 
erly woman who argued with him about 
playing football near her home. 

You be the Judge was set up over concerns 
that many people do not know what happens 
inside a real courtroom, nor appreciate how 
complex an apparently simple hearing can 
turn out to be. 

The KCJB is comprised of Kent Police, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, Kent Probation, 
the Prison Service, the Courts Service, Youth 
Offending Services in Kent and Medway, and 
the Legal Services Commission. 

The website has also won the admiration 
of the Magistrates’ Association, of which 
Central Kent Bench member John 
Fassenfelt is deputy chairman. 

“The Magistrates’ Association actively 
encourages every opportunity to engage with 
the public to show how complex the sentenc¬ 
ing process is, with the need to balance the 
seriousness of the offence with the impact on 
the victim, the protection of the public and 
the circumstances of the offender.”

Mews given over plans to 
transfer public housing 


MORE than half of tenants and leaseholders 
across east Kent have given their views 
ahead of a proposed shake-up of council 
housing services. 

Canterbury, Dover, Shepway and Thanet 
councils put forward plans to set up an 


arm’s-length management organisation 
(ALMO) to manage their housing stock 
and save £1.5 million over the next few 
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years. 

The savings would then be reinvested to 
improve help at evenings and weekends 
and give more involvement for tenants and 
leaseholders in how things are run and the 
standard of service they receive. 

The consultation has been sent to 18,000 
people across the four areas, with 52 per cent 
taking part by either turning up at events or 
filling in surveys on paper or by phone. 

The response rate in Shepway alone was 
63 per cent. 

During the 12-week consultation, more 
than 50 face-to-face events were held across 
east Kent, as well as telephone surveys and 
newsletters delivered to people’s doors. 

Tenants were asked what they thought 
about their councils working together and 
about setting up an ALMO to manage their 
council housing service. 

More than 70 per cent of those in Shepway 
thought it was a good idea for their council 
to work with others in east Kent and to form 
the ALMO to run their services. 

A report on the consultation results will go 
to each of the four councils in September and 
October. Councillors will need to approve and 
submit an application to transfer their hous¬ 
ing management to the new set-up. 

Shepway cabinet member for housing, 
Keren Belcourt, said: “This is a practical 
example of four councils working well togeth¬ 
er to deliver such an extensive and successful 
consultation. We are hopeful these plans 
will bring about a greatly improved service.”

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Mayor’s tunnel vision saved 
lives when the bombs fell 

RAF Benevolent Fund’s online newsp a per reports on the Battle off 
Britain ‘as it hap p ened’ as part of 70th anniversary celebrations

THE so-called 'Mad Mayor of 
Ramsgate’ is one of several forgot¬ 
ten war heroes brought back to life 
as part of an online history project. 

Alderman Arthur Kempe helped save the 
lives of tens of thousands of residents when, a 
year before the outbreak of World War Two in 
1939, he ordered the creation of a network of 
underground tunnels to act as air raid shelters. 

His forward thinking was ridiculed at the 
time but attitudes soon changed when the 
Luftwaffe dropped 500 bombs on the town, 
destroying 1,000 homes. 

The fascinating story is one of many to be cov¬ 
ered by 1940Chronicle.com - an online newspa¬ 
per which reports on lesser-known wartime sto¬ 
ries as if they were happening today. 

Author Kevin Telfer was tasked with writing 
the newspaper, which was produced by the 
digital agency Reading Room in partnership 
with the RAF Benevolent Fund. 

“People thought Alderman Kempe was a bit 
potty when he suggested building these enor¬ 
mous air raid shelters that could hold 60,000 
people,” he said. 



“Most people didn’t anticipate being bombed 
a couple of years down the line so they wrote 
him off as a bit of a madman. But when the 
bombing started he was hailed as something 
of a hero because he had the foresight to go 
ahead with the plans anyway. 

“Judging by newspapers of the time, 
Alderman Kempe was seen as an eccentric char¬ 
acter. Apparently he used to welcome tourists to 
the beach at Ramsgate by serving them tea 
while wearing a top hat and braided coat.” 

In addition to the real-life stories retold in 
1940Chronicle, the website also tells the tales 



of five fictional characters who give daily 
accounts of the war through blogs and Twitter 
accounts. 

The newspaper was launched to commemo¬ 
rate the 70th anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain, which was largely fought over the 
skies of Kent. 

“Ultimately we want to raise awareness of 
the RAF Benevolent Fund but we also want to 
help engage people by providing them with an 
entertaining way to learn about a very impor¬ 
tant part of British history,” said Mr Telfer. 

“Although the battles involving Hurricanes

and Spitfires were obviously hugely important 
during the war, there were also lots of other 
quirky stories which nobody hears about any 
more but which are still hugely relevant.” 

The RAF Benevolent Fund is the RAF’s 
leading welfare charity, providing financial, 
practical and emotional support to all serving 
and former members of the RAF, as well as 
their partners and dependants. 

Spokesman Dean Benton said: “This cam¬ 
paign is designed to engage the wider public in 
the story of the Battle of Britain and remind 
everyone of the huge debt of gratitude we owe 
to those who fought for our freedom, as well as 
those serving today. 

“We also want to bring home the physical, 
psychological and emotional impact of conflict 
in personnel and their families, and to remind 
people the fund has always been there to sup¬ 
port members of the RAF family through diffi¬ 
cult times.”

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Keeping Kent on the move 
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Brothers training to 
take on the Taliban

A BAND of brothers are taking 
part in an intensive training 
regime in Canada to help pre¬ 
pare them for the harsh reali¬ 
ties of war in Afghanistan. 

Privates Ben and Alex Allan-Chapman, 
from Ramsgate, are currently involved 
with more than 1,200 soldiers battling 
through Exercise Prairie Thunder in the 
western state of Alberta. 

The training involves a live fire stage 
featuring multi-purpose machine guns, 
tanks and armoured fighting vehicles, 
before switching to a military version of 
the popular Laser Quest game using 
state-of-the-art weapons systems. 

A sophisticated computer system is 
used to record any injuries that would 
have been suffered in real combat. 

Ben, 25, said: “I’m not really thinking 
about Afghanistan at the moment but 
as the deployment gets closer I will 
probably be a bit nervous. 



and the bond between my mates and 
my brother is strong as we really under¬ 
stand each other.” 

And Alex said despite the intense heat 
and mosquitoes in Alberta, he prefers the 
hardships over being back in barracks. 


“I would much rather be on exercise than 
back in camp polishing boots,” he added. 

“We have some real characters in the 
platoon, and being able to experience 
Canada with my brother and mates is the 
most rewarding.”

“My mum is a bit worried as it will be 
the first time my brother and I go out at 
the same time and on the same deploy¬ 
ment, but she thinks it’s the best choice 
for me because my dad was also in the 
Army and you grow up knowing the risks. 

“These company attacks are demand¬ 
ing and deserve to be taken seriously, as 
this is what we may have to do next year. 

“But knowing we have done them well 
and that everyone is still okay at the end 
of it makes it worthwhile.” 

Both Ben and 21-year-old Alex serve 
with the 1st Battalion of Kent’s county 
regiment, the Princess of Wales’ Royal 
Regiment (1PWRR). 

Alex is a communications specialist 
with Y Company, while Ben is a dis¬ 
mounted infantryman with A Company. 

This is the first major exercise the 
brothers have tackled together and their 
performance as part of an armoured 
infantry battle group will determine their 
readiness for the next phase of training to 
prepare for Helmand Province. 

“We are a lot closer now as we are not 
doing separate things where we don’t 
hear from one another,” said Alex. 

“Sometimes we’d go for a year without 
contact, but now we see each other 
every day.

Autumn review crunch 
time for Lib Dem rebels 


A LEADING Liberal Democrat 
campaigner has signalled the 
unveiling of October’s comprehen¬ 
sive spending review as a crisis 
point for the party, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Cllr Peter Carroll, who lost out to Tory 
Helen Grant in the Maidstone and Weald 
seat, said although it was too early to say 
whether any Lib Dems would jump ship, 
many might rethink their allegiance depend¬ 
ing on the extent of cuts. 

Labour leadership candidate Ed Miliband 
has already offered to “lay out the welcome 
mat” to disillusioned Lib Dems after specula¬ 
tion that Charles Kennedy was to defect. 

The former Lib Dem leader has dismissed 
the claim. Colchester MP Bob Russell also 
denied he was considering defecting, despite 
speculation he would walk over the rise in 
VAT Last month, Liverpool councillor and 
member of the police authority Ian Jobling 
switched to Labour in protest at the coali¬ 
tion’s proposed cuts to the police. 

Cllr Carroll, who sits on Shepway District 
Council, has admitted to KOS Media that he 
was disappointed by the Con-Lib coalition 
and could understand why party members 
were feeling disillusioned. 

“For so long we fought the Tories and it’s 
difficult to adjust,” he said. “But had the 
Tories won the general election hands down 
we would have already seen blood on the 
floor in terms of cuts. 

“We need to make sure the party uses 
every ounce of influence it has, from Nick 
Clegg down to local level, to get a sense of 
fairness. Defecting isn’t going to help and 
will make people feel betrayed. The party

can’t become a soft touch to Tory power.” 

Reacting to speculation that Mr Kennedy 
would leave the party, Cllr Carroll, who cam¬ 
paigned for Gurkha resettlement rights 
alongside actress Joanna Lumley, said he 
would be astounded if it ever happened. 

“He stamped on the rumours very quickly. 
I suspect they were created by Labour,” he 
said. “It’s too early for members to jump ship. 
The crisis point will be when the autumn 
spending review is unveiled in October. 

“But I think the party has enough power to 
make a difference. It needs to co-ordinate its 
efforts from top to bottom. 

“The good thing about this coalition is the 
Lib Dems do have some power.

Scientist’s sex 
abuse of girls 

A PAEDOPHILE who subjected two underage 
girls to more than 11 years of abuse has been 
sentenced to nine years in jail. 

Research scientist Michael Taylor, 47, of 
West Street, Hunton, was convicted of a series 
of sex crimes against the girls, one of them 
from the age of 10. 

He was convicted of 
two counts of rape of a 
child under 15, eight 
counts of indecent 
assault and two counts 
of gross indecency with 
a child. 

One victim, Sophie 
Barnwell, 26, waived 
her right to anonymity 
to speak about the 
ordeal. 

Her poem, Real Life Play, includes the lines: 
“Frozen to the floor shuddering from lecherous 
touches not given permission by me.” 

On sentencing, Judge Jeremy Gold said: 
“You gained the trust of two innocent girls and 
presented yourself in the same way as you 
have in court. 

‘Underneath the veneer of respect you have 
gained from your involvement in the scientific 
community, there is a predatory paedophile. 

‘You groomed the two girls into an instru¬ 
ment of your lust, robbing them of their child¬ 
hood. The lasting effect of your perverted acts 
has corrupted these girls. 

“However, as one of your victims was not pre¬ 
pared to accept your actions, you were nipped 
in the bud. Throughout this trial you have 
shown no trace of remorse.” 

Det Con Paula Howe said: “This inquiry has 
been a long and difficult one, but it would not 
have been possible without the sheer bravery 
of the victims and they should be commended 
for their courage in coming forward.”

IT WAS supposed to be a one-off 
screening of old Margate films, 
but demand has been so great 
that the event has been extended 
twice.

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Ambulance chief defends 

hospital reshuffle scheme 



A PARAMEDIC has sought to 
ease fears surrounding ambu¬ 
lance journey times if plans for a 
shake-up to maternity services go 
ahead. 

Darren Reynolds, head of business devel¬ 
opment for South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (SECAmb), said he had 
complete faith in the ability of paramedics to 
ensure the safety of mothers-to-be if consult¬ 
ant-led maternity services are centralised at 
the new Pembury hospital. 

“I have complete confidence in staff abili¬ 
ty to recognise the early signs of labour and 
if there are or are not any complications,” 
he said. “I have confidence in their ability to 
make a robust decision based on the find¬ 
ings when they actually arise. 

“We have seen the facts and figures and 
we have a service that is not robust in its 
current state. That is why SECAmb has 
been supportive - it is not a sustainable 
service being provided at present.” 

Health secretary Andrew Lansley has 
approved the controversial proposals to 
reconfigure women’s and children’s services 
subject to Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust and the primary care trust 
(PCT) NHS West Kent addressing some of 
the concerns raised by local people. 

Campaigners in Maidstone, including 
politicians and GPs, have been fighting to 
keep full women’s and children’s services in

the county town’s hospital. Objectors believe 
their hospital is being downgraded in favour 
of the new private finance initiative hospital 
at Pembury, but health bosses have argued 
that continuing to provide full services from 
both sites is unsustainable. 

According to a survey by the British 
Medical Association (BMA) in Maidstone, 90 
per cent of GPs are against the proposals, 
which would leave their hospital with a mid¬ 
wifery-led birthing centre. 

The extra journey times pregnant women 
in Maidstone would face to give birth has 
been a major sticking point. 

Congestion 

Dr Paul Hobday, the BMA’s spokesman for 
Kent and a GP working in Maidstone, said: 
“Driving from Maidstone to Pembury can 
take over half an hour in the dead of night. 

“It could take at least an hour after the 
decision being made to transfer anyone. 
There is no way this is a safer service.” 

Mr Reynolds, who was a frontline clinician 
in the ambulance service for 12 years, 
responded to questions about the congested 
stretch of the A21 leading to Pembury. 

“It’s not a concern. It’s not just the A21 - 
there are many roads where there can be con¬ 
gestion. If the crew decide they do not want 
the patient in a queue of traffic they will use 


the blue lights and push through,” he said. 

He said the extra journey time would be 10 
to 15 minutes because the aim was all 
patients would be within half an hour of a 
hospital with full maternity services. 

SECAmb said most women gave birth 
safely and got to a hospital or birthing cen¬ 
tre without needing an ambulance. 

“The midwifery-led centre only takes low- 
risk births and a very early decision is made 
to transfer out to a consultant-led unit. The 
number of emergencies relating to pregnan¬ 
cies is small,” Mr Reynolds said. 

He said there were some instances when 
paramedics had to deliver babies, but they 
were rare and only if birth was imminent. 

He said: “Our clinicians are very compe¬ 
tent in delivering babies and so if a midwife 
is unable to get to the location in time, they 
will provide telephone support, which hap¬ 
pens from time to time. 

“It’s very rare that complications in births 
arise while women are in our care and 
where services have been reconfigured else¬ 
where we have received no reports of 
adverse incidents relating to transporting 
women in labour. 

“This is because the right decisions are 
made to avoid such circumstances. 

“Complex birthing issues will be picked 
up early, sometimes weeks in advance of 
delivery.” 


Pigeon pizza on 
menu at castle 

ENGLISH Heritage has joined forces with Pizza 
Hut to bring back the tastes of the Middle Ages in 
the form of medieval-inspired pizza - featuring 
some very unusual toppings. 

As part of a month celebrating medieval feast¬ 
ing at the Great Tower at Dover Castle, the 
restaurant chain has helped create medieval vari¬ 
ations of three pizzas with toppings including 
pigeon and eel. 

Hawaiian pizza swaps ham and pineapple for 
boar and fig to become Henry’s Hawaiian; while 
Dover Castle meat feast features mutton, goat 
and pigeon. And seafood pizza becomes Dover 
Castle Fishy Surprise, which has green sauce 
topped off with eel. 

“We wanted to give people the chance to taste 
foods that would have been eaten here 800 years 
ago,” said Debs Newman of Dover Castle. “But to 
encourage people to sample unfamiliar tastes we 
decided to serve them up in a contemporary way 
- as pizza toppings. We’re hoping the dishes will 
tickle 21st century taste buds.” 

The pizzas will be sampled at the castle on 
Tuesday from noon-2pm, and the most popular 
will make it on to the castle menu for the rest of 
September. 

One of the new attractions at the castle is the 
recreation of a kitchen at the time of Henry II. 

The pizza sampling is part of a month-long 
medieval festival with costumed characters con¬ 
juring up the sights and sounds of long ago.

An end to Labour’s dry run

SOBERING figures reveal that 
210 Kent pubs went out of busi¬ 
ness during the Labour govern¬ 
ment’s 13 years in office. 

That’s the equivalent of time being called 
on two pubs a month and represents a 10 per 
cent drop in the total number when Tony 
Blair won power in 1997. 

Official figures show a loss of 3,350 pubs 
across the country since then. The 
Tories have blamed Labour for the 
decrease, but industry insiders 
say the figures do not take into 
account the poorly-run pubs that 
deserved to be shut down, or the * * 
thousands of trendy bars that 
have risen in their place. 

Local government minister 
Grant Shapps said: 

“Labour hiked taxes on 
pubs and did nothing to 
stop unfair loss-leading by 
supermarkets. The only 
people they helped were 
the yobs who benefited 




from the 24-hour licensing laws which result¬ 
ed in a surge in alcohol-fuelled violence. 

“Labour must apologise for the harm they 
did to community pubs across the country. 

“The new coalition Government has 
scrapped Labour’s unfair cider tax, will give 
residents a community right-to-buy to save 
local pubs, will stop unfair selling by super¬ 
markets and is cutting red tape on five music 
in pubs.” 

According to figures from the Valuation 
Office Agency, there are now 1,870 pubs in 
Kent compared with 2,080 in 1997. 

The biggest reduction was seen in Medway, 
which now has 30 fewer pubs, while 
Canterbury, Dover, Maidstone, 
Sevenoaks, Shepway and Thanet have all 
lost about 20. Dartford and Bexley were 
the only authorities in Kent to emerge 
with all their pubs intact. The London 
borough of Southwark saw the greatest 
number of closures in the country at 110, 
with Liverpool (100) and 
Birmingham (90) close behind. 
Phil Thorley, operations 
director of the east Kent- 
based Thorley Taverns 
chain, said supermarkets 
were partly to blame for 
| the demise of many pubs. 


“Below-cost selling is a huge problem for 
us,” he said. “The first thing you see when you 
walk into a supermarket is big displays of 
cheap alcohol, and when it’s more expensive 
to buy water in the same place then you know 
there’s something not quite right. 

“The Licensing Act was driven through by 
Labour so you could say they are partly 
responsible, but the supermarkets have a big 
part to play and the new Government needs 
to do something now. Having said that, it’s a 
double-edged sword because some pubs are 
poorly-run, create problems for a community 
and deserve to be shut down. 

“The figures also don’t show how many new 
bars have opened up over the last few years.” 

Despite the coalition’s promise that it will 
defend local pubs, landlords have voiced con¬ 
cern about proposed new legislation - includ¬ 
ing extra charges for late opening and more 
power for residents over licensing - that 
could further harm the industry. 

However, Mr Thorley said he would reserve 
judgement for the time being. 

“One will always keep an open mind,” he 
added. “You have to be optimistic the 
Government will do the right thing.” 
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Chance to drown your 
sorrows after a damp 
squib of a summer 


THE wet end to summer may have dampened 
many people’s spirits, but for beer-lovers it will 
all be worth it after brewers revealed a pint will 
taste even better thanks to the rain, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

After a scorching May and June, master 
brewers at Faversham-based Shepherd 
Neame feared the quality of hops would suffer. 

But the wet weather which persisted 
throughout the summer holidays and caused 
flooding in parts of the county led to a flourish 
in hop cones, used to add bitterness and 
flavour to ale. 

It has led brewers to predict a great year for 
beer. David Holmes, Sheps’ head brewer, said 
August’s showers combined with short bouts 
of sunshine will result in a quality harvest. 

“Now all we need is a dry September while 
the hops are picked,” he said. “We’re not 
expecting a bumper harvest like last year. It 
will be a case of quality rather than quantity.” 

Kent is at the heart of UK hop growing, with 
its mild climate and fertile chalk-drained soil 
making for ideal growing conditions. 

Hop use in the region can be traced back 
more than 1,000 years, after the discovery of 
an Anglo-Saxon boat at Graveney, near 
Whitstable, revealed the earliest evidence of 
hops in Britain. Shepherd Neame uses a range 
of Kent hops to flavour of its award-winning 
ales and lagers. 

Mr Holmes said: “Each hop has its own 
characteristics, and sometimes we only use 
one type and other times there might be four 
or five varieties in one beer. 

“We have to make sure they are carefully 
balanced and complement each other. 

“The stage at which the hops are added in 
the brewing process and in what quantities 
will affect the overall taste of the beer.” 

Brewers had been monitoring the growth of 
hops and feared they could suffer with the hot

weather in the early part of the summer. 

Mr Holmes said: “Thanks to the recent rain 
we expect the cones to flourish, resulting in a 
high-quality harvest. The picked hops are sent 
to oast houses where they are dried in readi¬ 
ness for brewing.” 

The hops pass through rigorous quality 
tests and are compressed into pellet form 
for storage. Mr Holmes said: “The hops can 
change from the previous year, so we have 
to make sure the flavours are balanced and 
that our beers still taste the same, even if 
the bitterness of the hop has altered.” 

Stephen Rawlings, of the Ashford, 
Folkestone and Romney Marsh branch of 
the Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA), said the 
rain was good news. 

“It means good quality real ale being pro¬ 
duced, which we are pleased about,” he said. 

“This will help promote real ale and the cam¬ 
paign - it’s what it’s all about.”

LOOKING AFTER THE LAND 


Protect Kent chairman RICHARD KNOX-JOHNSTON pays tribute to the groups 
and individuals who stood firm against the Bearsted road-rail interchange plan 


E ARLY on August 5,1 made my 
way to The Green at Bearsted 
after being told the decision of 
the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government 
into an appeal by AXA against refusal 
of permission for a road-rail inter¬ 
change would be announced at 9am. 

The village has had to suffer this threat for over 
three years and the decision, cruelly, had to be 
postponed because of the general election. 

What was at stake? The proposed 
development was for a massive ware¬ 
house complex on 260 acres of farm¬ 
land adjoining the M20 on one side 
and the village on the other. AXA 
made the case that there had to be 
an interchange in order to get traf¬ 
fic from road to rail. AXA acknowl¬ 
edged it would take time to erect 
and that villagers would have to 
endure two years of noise and dust. 

It transpired during the inquiry 
that much of this dust would be cre¬ 
ated from lime being mixed with gault 
clay to make it more stable. Lime is very 
corrosive and if not properly controlled 
would affect those living nearby. 

Although AXA claimed there would be a saving 
in carbon by moving goods to rail, it did not pro¬ 
duce satisfactory statistics to support the argu¬ 
ment. It did not know and - although encouraged 
to do so - did not supply figures to show how much 
carbon would be produced during construction. 

In his report, the inspector appointed by the 
Government acknowledged the proposal would be 
an intrusion and harm the beauty of the country¬ 
side. He also noted the development would be out 
of character and alien to neighbouring settle¬ 
ments. He acknowledged it would seriously dam¬ 
age the attractiveness and value of the footpaths 
and bridleways, which were frequently used. 

He was not persuaded there would be much 
inconvenience to the inhabitants during construc¬ 
tion and that the impact of the warehouses would 
only have a limited effect on the views from 
Bearsted. However, he felt the cumulative impact 
would degrade the ambience of the village. 



He did, however, question the location of the 
road-rail interchange and its geographic relation 
to London. For trips to London and the Midlands 
he found rail was unlikely to be cost competitive. 

He acknowledged the site would be unattractive 
as a rail interchange and that he could not be rea¬ 
sonably assured that sufficient traffic from 
Europe would be attracted to it. 

The main parties who opposed the AXA propos¬ 
al were: Maidstone Borough Council; Kent 
County Council; CPRE Protect Kent; STOP KIG; 
and the Joint Parishes Group. An army of resi¬ 
dents also gave evidence on their own behalf. They 
attended every day of the inquiry. Indeed on 
the first two days there were nearly 500 
interested people. This left the inspec¬ 
tor in no doubt about the strength of 
local feeling 

What was the result? I arrived at 
Bearsted Green expecting a few 
members of the media. Imagine 
my surprise on finding about 100 
residents. Although no-one 
appeared to have seen the inspec¬ 
tor’s report, nor the decision from 
the Secretary of State, there had 
been a leak that the appeal had been 
rejected and there was not to be a 
road-rail interchange at Bearsted. There 
was jubilation. What did we learn? 

That large industrial planning applications 
can successfully be contested and that it is always 
worth making a case at a public inquiry. That local 
information and knowledge is always valuable. 
That a group of well organised residents can and 
do make a difference. 

For me the concern of the residents of Bearsted 
is summed up in a statement from Robert Mills, 
an eight-year-old who took the trouble to give evi¬ 
dence to this inquiry. 

He said that if this application were to go ahead 
he would experience interrupted sleep at a critical 
time in his education. He quoted his grandfather, 
who said: “Look after the land because you will 
not get any more.” 

He ended with: ‘Whatever decision you may 
come to, please remember that I will have to live 
with it.” 

Well done, Bearsted.

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Funding uncertainty 
for new police chief 

HE’S been in the job for less than two 
months, but already Chief Constable Ian 
Learmonth admits he’s up against the 
biggest challenge of his 36-year career. 

Through no fault of his own, the new head 
of Kent Police has to prepare for massive 
government spending cuts, despite being 
given little indication as to exactly how much 
of the force’s funding will be slashed. 

Apparently, a cut of 20 per cent equates to 
£53 million over four years and the potential 
loss of 1,500 jobs - a statistic made all the 
more worrying when Home Office cuts of up 
to 40 per cent are also being considered. 

Clearly policing matters to people. 
Communities need to know there will be offi¬ 
cers available if a crime is taking place, so it 
is vital the coalition Government keeps 
spending cuts to an absolute minimum. 

While most public sector organisations 
will make similar appeals for mercy, there 
can be few as vital to the life of a town or city 
as the police, and they should surely be 
spared as much as possible when the axe 
comes down on October 20. 

Thankfully, in Kent we appear to have a 
chief constable who is fully prepared to han¬ 
dle whatever cuts are thrown his way. 

Ian Learmonth has some difficult deci¬ 
sions to make over the next few months 
and years, but the early indications are that 
he will do what is right for policing in this 
county during difficult times. 

But whether the Government does too is 
another matter entirely.

THE children are back at school, the roads 
are packed with cars and our MPs have 
started to file back into the House of 
Commons. 

It can only mean one thing - summer is 
officially over. 

But as the mornings draw in and the 
leaves begin to fall, at least we can look 
back on the few weeks before the sun gave 
way to the recent summer rain. 


Pull the plug 
on coalition 

Proposed Government cuts to the 
Connexions careers service and 
Kent Police (pages 2 and 15, KoS, 
August 29), are indicative of a mis¬ 
conceived economic policy which 
respected think tanks and econo¬ 
mists are increasingly heaping 
scorn on. 

Last week, the so-called ‘progres¬ 
sive’ Budget was condemned by the 
Institute for Fiscal Studies as 
regressive by virtue of the fact that 
the poorest in society would become 
the biggest losers. 

Official statistics also revealed 
that between April and June the 
economy grew by nearly £6 billion, 
the fastest growth for nine years 
and proof positive that under the 
stewardship of former chancellor 
Alistair Darling, Labour’s medicine 
of government investment includ¬ 
ing the Building Schools for the 
Future programme, the Scrappage 
scheme and temporary reduction in 
VAT, were all putting the economy 
back on track and leaving the worst 
effects of the world recession 
behind us. Many economists now 
fear the coalition’s programme of 
austerity and public service cuts 
will push us into a double dip reces¬ 
sion with unemployment rising 
above three million as a conse¬ 
quence. If Liberal Democrat MPs 
retain any vestige of integrity, they 
must pull the plug on the Con-Dem 
coalition and force another election 
at the earliest opportunity.

Taking the rise 
on hill repairs 

Readers in Boughton, Dunkirk, 
Hemhill and surrounding 
areas will be aware of the 
length of time Boughton Hill 
has had lane closures and 
temporary traffic signals due to 
the partial collapse of the 
carriageway. 

As a resident whose property 
abuts the closed section of 
road, I have endured nearly 
two years of increased traffic 
and noise and fumes from 
faulty generators. I have asked 
KCC on numerous occasions 
what its proposals are for 
repairs, and the timescale. 

Despite an exchange of 40 
emails, I have not received a 
positive response, merely 
excuses and contradictory rea¬ 
sons for the delay (mostly relat¬ 
ing to “ecology issues”). 

Local rumours suggest KCC 
still has no immediate propos¬ 
als to carry out the repairs due 
to funding.

Those blasted 
doodlebugs... 

The Battle of Britain was a critical 
stage in World War Two and should

1944-March, 1945) nearly 10,000

2,500 reached London, many were 
shot down, barrage balloons 
accounted for some, others killed 
156 people in Kent and injured

pled with the massive V2 rockets, 
then the story might have been 
very different. 

This era seems to lack the glam¬ 
our of the Battle of Britain but was 
a serious part of our history. How 
should we commemorate it?

Protection that 
boosts wildlife 

The problem of protecting the 
countryside and wildlife is easi¬ 
ly solved without the need for 
the Government to pay a 


penny, at the same time rein¬ 
stating the habitats wildlife 
thrives upon. Not only is the 
solution obvious, it will also 
allow more land to be available 
for farmers to use to provide 
food for the ever-increasing 
population. 

All the Government needs to 
do is allow owners of small 
parcels of land, say in excess of 
10 acres, to be able to build lim¬ 
ited living accomodation on the 
site. The permission could have 
restrictions imposed, so the 
land can only be used for graz¬ 
ing and hay production, with 
conditions in place that would 
mean owners had to plant a 
proportion of the land to 
orchards or woodland and pro¬ 
vide ponds and grassland that 
has to be used for set aside. 

This would help housing 
issues, farming quotas and 
budget cuts for payments to 
farmers for leaving land bar¬ 
ren. The penalty for being 
allowed to live on your own 
land would be the expense of 
planting and providing wildlife 
areas and the maintenance.

Market forces 
push poor out 

What is a ‘reasonable’ charge for 
goods donated to charity organisa¬ 
tions? What is the philosophy of 
these charitable institutions, when 
they decide to attach a price tag on 
these gifts, given freely with a 
warm heart? 

How do they arrive at a figure 
that is fair and equitable to those 
who seek to purchase items, who 
use their outlets because they are 
strapped for cash, like so many 
pensioners or those on low incomes 
or benefits. Many use charity shops 
to obtain their basic needs: clothes, 
shoes, china, cutlery, furniture and 
bedding. These special places can 
provide a sense of dignity and qual¬ 
ity to our lives and are of great 
importance as a source of many 
essentials. My diary of 2008 notes 
the many items purchased by me 
from charity shops, from Tenterden 


to Dover, and I was struck by the 
cost of similar items today from the 
same outlets. Here are a few exam¬ 
ples, with today’s prices in brackets: 
shirt £1.50 (£3.50-4.75); T-shirt 50p 
(£2.50); shoes £2 (£6-15); jackets £3 
(£6-15); sweaters 50p (£3.50-10). Is 
this market forces, I ask myself, or 
simply greed? 

So who are these shops targeting 
to support them? It certainly isn’t 
the poorest, because any sane 
organisation would not apply 
increases of an average of 250 per 
cent (unless you were an energy 
supplier) on your main customers. 

The irony is that all one needs to 
do is to call at the superstore on the 
outskirts of town to find that you 
can purchase a pack of two shirts 
for £6.99, shoes for £9.99 and 
sweaters for £12. And you can often 
find these at half price in the sales. 

It’s time these charities were 
treated the same as any form of 
business, subjected to the same 
taxes,VAT, minimum wages, profit 
and loss accounting and market 
rents, so that they too come to 
know the meaning of market forces.

Villages land grab 

Shepway council is drawing up its local 
development framework for planning. 
This document includes the building of 
up to 1,000 houses in Sellindge, 400 in 
Lympne and 400 in Westenhanger. 


This will effectively urbanise the 
whole area and overwhelm the commu¬ 
nities and character of the villages. 

Shepway is now consulting on this 
with regards to what developments 
should be imposed upon us. Current 
Government policy is “to reward local 
councils for building more homes... by 
allowing them to keep more of the pro¬ 
ceeds of council tax and business rates 


from new development”. I imagine 
Shepway council wiU be falling over 
backwards to grant planning permission 
to any large developments proposed in 
an effort to fill the councils coffers. 

Planning for development should be 
primarly concerned with meeting the 
needs of communities and infrastruc¬ 
ture, not with meeting the financial 
interests of developers and the finances 
of the planning authority. 

Shepway had the ability to effectively 
write itself a large blank cheque at the 
expense of rural communities. The plan¬ 
ning applications are already rolling in 
at Westenhanger and Lympne. 

Planners and developers seem to be 
eyeing up the green fields surrounding 
our villages like a hungry man eyeing 
up a cake. What is it to be, Shepway?

A spiral of despair 

The dramatic increase in Kent and Medway’s 
youth unemployment in the last year is to be 
worsened by the lack of university places for 
qualified applicants. Kent and Medway have 
had massive increases in youth unemploy¬ 
ment in the last year. Kent’s 79 per cent 
increase is dwarfed by a depressing 158 per 
cent increase in Medway. Medway’s youth 
unemployment rate increase is the worst in 
the UK, in the year up to June, 2010. 

These shameful increases are now to be 
made worse as qualified young people are 
denied university places, and the many grad¬ 
uates from this year are still looking for 
work. Coalition cuts and a flatlining economy 
have radically reduced employment opportu¬ 
nities for our young people. 

Major employers in Kent are planning job 
cuts: KCC is threatening to cut 1,500 jobs; all 
local councils in Kent are likely to make cuts 
in employment; the police being cut back; uni¬ 
versities and colleges in Kent and Medway 


face serious cuts. These cuts in public sector 
jobs will cut spending in local businesses, 
leading to jobs losses in the private sector 
such as in retail, construction, restaurants 
and other leisure outlets. 

We need more trained people in Kent. The 
Kent Economic Board has indicated the pro¬ 
portion of the Kent and Medway workforce 
with degree level or equivalent qualifications 
is behind both national and regional aver¬ 
ages. Our Government appears to be unwill¬ 
ing to tax fairly, collect tax that is due 
promptly or to close tax havens. The aspira¬ 
tions of our young people are being crushed 
by this catalogue of failures.

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Change gives birth to a new 
type of care in West Kent

T he way women’s and children’s services are provided in West Kent is changing. The 
health service in Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells is focused on giving mothers more 
choice on where they decide to give birth and ensuring that the standards of care remain 
high. 

Many services will stay the same but there are some exciting developments that will 
make services better for women and children. 

The main change that people will notice next year is a new single consultant-led 
maternity unit in the modern, state-of-the-art hospital at Pembury. 

New services are also being introduced. A midwife-led birthing unit, the first of its kind 
in West Kent, is being set up at Maidstone Hospital, and this will be similar to those 
which have been running for some years in Dover, Canterbury and Crowborough. 
Mothers have told us they want more choice about where they give birth. This kind of 
birthing centre is an increasingly popular option with mothers who feel that a hospital is 
too medical an environment to give birth in and want to have a more home-from-home 
environment, supported by experienced and specialist midwives. 

These changes do however mean that there will no longer be a consultant-led unit at 
Maidstone Hospital. New standards of care, better medical practices and a reduction in 
doctor’s hours mean there aren’t enough skilled and experienced maternity and children’s 
doctors to run a duplicate service at both Maidstone and Pembury to the high standards 
of care and safety we want to provide. 

Sarah Gregson, consultant midwife at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust said: “We are currently not able to provide a consistent 
service on two sites due to the challenging situation we have with 
staffing both units, together with an occasional lack of beds. This 
means that we are not infrequently having to divert women hoping to 
deliver at Maidstone to Pembury and vice versa , causing a 
considerable amount of stress and anxiety. This cannot continue. The 
day a woman gives birth is one of the most important days of her life 
and she deserves the best possible care”.

At the same time, because of the bond between women and children’s services it is 
necessary to have all potentially complex maternity care on the same site as inpatient 
children’s care and special care for babies. Children in Maidstone will continue to have 
their outpatient appointments and day case procedures at Maidstone Hospital but all 
complex care, such as surgery, which requires a stay in hospital, will take place at the 
purpose-built centre of expertise, in the new hospital at Pembury. 

Dr Wilson Bolsover, Clinical Director for Women and Children’s Services at Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said: “Reconfiguring our local services gives us the 
opportunity to make sure we can adapt to these pressures. I am convinced that 
standards will fall if we do not make these changes. 

“With the new Tunbridge Wells Hospital at Pembury we now have the means not only 
to overcome these challenges but also to improve the care environment for all mothers 
and children who come to our hospitals. We will also be able to provide options for 
childbirth that have not been available in West Kent before.” 


What happens now for mothers 

• Vicky from Hadlow is pregnant, and visits her GP who refers her on to a 
midwife. 

• Vicky's midwife tells her about the antenatal appointments and scans she will 
have at her local hospital 

• She is also told about where she can choose to give birth. 

If she has an uncomplicated pregnancy this could be at home 
- 5% of women currently do this 

She can choose to go to a consultant-led hospital unit, at Maidstone Hospital 
or Pembury Hospital, although because staff are stretched, women hoping to 
deliver at Pembury can be diverted to Maidstone and vice versa 

Vicky would like to choose a midwife-led birthing centre but there is not one 
in West Kent. The nearest are Canterbury or Crowbrough 

• Vicky gives birth to a healthy baby girl in hospital. Although the birth went 
smoothly she was not able to use a birthing pool and move around much during 
the labour 

• After the birth she is moved on to a ward with other women. She needs to 
stay in overnight, but Vicky's partner has to go home as there are no overnight 
facilities for partners. 

But in future... 

• Vicky can still have all her antenatal and postnatal appointments - including all 
scans - at her local hospital. 

• She has real choice about where she wants to give birth: 

She can give birth at home, in familiar surroundings supported by a midwife 
She can go to the state-of-the-art consultant-led maternity unit at the new 
hospital in Pembury which has single rooms and en suite facilities and more 
doctor and midwife cover than currently available 
Vicky can go to the new midwife-led birthing unit at Maidstone Hospital, the 
first in West Kent 

• As Vicky is expected to have a normal birth her midwife has said that she can 
give birth in the birthing centre 

• Vicky gives birth to a healthy baby girl in the midwife-led birthing centre. 
During the labour she was able to move around and use the birthing pool which 
made her labour less painful than the birth of her first child in hospital 

• The birthing centre has facilities for partners to stay, so her husband is able to 
remain with her and the next day they take their baby home together. 


Frequently asked questions 


Why is the new consultant-led unit going to be at Pembury Hospital? 

There are other consultant-led maternity units within half an hour of Maidstone 
at Ashford and Medway but none within a safe distance to the south and west 
of Tunbridge Wells. 

What will happen if a mother experiences complications at the midwife-led 
birthing unit? 

If there is a need to transfer to hospital during labour this will be done early, by 
ambulance, accompanied by a midwife. This is proven to be safe in other areas 
with midwife-led units, and most women go on to have a normal birth. 

Is there still a decision to be made? 

The Secretary of State for Health, Andrew Lansley, has told the local NHS to go 
ahead with implementing the changes but he wants us to talk to local people 
about any concerns they still have so we can help develop solutions. The NHS 
will report to him in September about how this is happening.

Steve Wood, teacher recruitment manag¬ 
er for Kent, added: “Although relevant expe¬ 
rience is not a prerequisite to get into 
teacher training, it will help high-quality, 
eligible candidates onto both PGCE courses 
and employment-based training courses 
because it shows the candidate has a real 
commitment to a teaching career.”

AN ARTS organisation has been 
awarded £151,000 in funding to 
provide training opportunities for 
people claiming benefits, writes 
Marijke Cox.

Paul Gray, head of operations at the arts 
organisation, said the scheme shows Turner 
Contemporary’s commitment to the local 
community. 

“More than 670,000 people have been 
involved in our programmes over the past nine 
years,” he said. 

‘We are absolutely delighted that funding 
from Thanet Works will enable us to extend 
our work with the local community, bringing 


exciting training and employment opportuni¬ 
ties to people who are currently unemployed. 

“When the gallery opens, our front-of-house 
team will include local people who are proud of 
Thanet and are trained to give our visitors a 
warm and professional welcome.” 

Recruitment for the Art Works programme 
will take place in the late summer, with train¬ 
ing beginning in the autumn. 

The Thanet Works initiative aims to help 
people, mainly those not in education, training 
or employment, as well as people on particular 
out-of-work benefits.

SPACE exploration didn’t seem to 
matter to Ford when it launched 
the original C-Max MPV in 2003. 

Despite the success of the established 
seven-seat Vauxhall Zafira, Ford claimed 
rather sniffily that its own research 
showed there was no call for capacious 
seven-seaters in that sector. 

Well, the Zafira continues to put more 
bums on seats that anything else in that 
arena and VW also conceded the point by 
dropping a five-seat option and standardis¬ 
ing on seven seats for its rival Touran. 

Toyota went even further: it scrapped its 
Verso five-seater and recreated it in seven- 
seat form - but you can do that sort of thing 
when you are the world’s biggest carmaker. 

Ford’s intransigence at the time gives a 
clue as to why it and other American car- 
makers have had such a tough time of late. 

But the lesson was learned, and the new C- 
Max arriving in November will be sold in two 
forms: a five-seat direct replacement for the 
current car that looks as stylish as it will 
(surely) be good to drive, and a seven-seater 
with sliding rear doors for greater versatility. 


■ FORD has also announced a 
heavily revised version of its 
Mondeo (from £17,295) for the 
2011 model year, due on sale this 
month. 

The popular family/company 
car is re-styled inside and out, but 
also gets a more powerful 
high-efficiency Ford EcoBoost 
petrol option and new TDCi diesel 
powertrains and a host of new 
driver comfort and convenience 
features and safety technologies. 

The new turbocharged petrol 
engine delivers an impressive 
237bhp from its two-litre capaci¬ 
ty, joining the existing 200bhp 
EcoBoost in the range. 


Like the rival Mazda5, the latter will also 
have a fold away middle seat in row two, 
allowing ‘walk thru’ access to the rearmost 
chairs, but buyers are penalised on style for 
the extra passenger space and access - it’s 
no looker. 

Nevertheless, both C-Max sisters will 
have family-friendly features on offer such 
as semi-automatic parallel parking, blind 
spot detection, seat belt warning lights for 


rear seat passengers, power-activated child 
locks and a powered tailgate. 

They will also be the first Ford models to 
deploy new high-efficiency, low-C02 
EcoBoost turbocharged petrol engines, 
following a trend set by the VW and Fiat 
stables; petrol remains easier to produce 
and the engines are cheaper and lighter 
than diesels. 

And we can expect both C-Max models to 


handle well above the norm for the MPV 
sector; in the same way that the Mark I C- 
Max was based upon the then forthcoming 
Focus hatchback, its replacement foreshad¬ 
ows the next Focus due early in 2011, and 
I don’t expect Ford to be guilty of any back¬ 
sliding on driving enjoyment.

TWO Japanese motor giants go 
head-to-head at the Paris Motor 
Show later this month - in one of 
the smallest market sectors. 

World number one Toyota will use the show 
to unveil its all-new baby MPV, the Verso-S, 
due here early next year. 

And it’s not hard to work out which model it 
has in its sights - Honda’s amazingly space- 
efficient Jazz, which also makes a Paris debut 
in its new petrol-electric hybrid form. 

Toyota will counter this though by using the 
show to celebrate 10 years of its own full 
hybrid technology. 

But the Verso-S will grab the limelight with 
the shortest overall length of any B-segment 
MPV in Europe - less than four metres. Toyota 
also says it has paid great attention to max¬ 
imising cabin flexibility, comfort and quality. 

It needs to though against the long-running 
superiority of the Jazz in the mini-MPV 
field, particularly for UK buyers following 
Honda’s decision to produce the Mark II ver¬ 
sion at its Swindon plant, thereby keeping 
prices realistic. 

Honda will also up the ante with the new 
hybrid version, using a 1.3-litre i-VTEC, CVT 
(continuously variable transmission) gearbox 
for best economy, plus electric motor - a sys¬ 
tem already seen in Honda’s Insight and Civic 
Hybrid. 

The newcomer is more crucial to Honda 
ambitions at the smaller end of the market 
since the marque has chosen not to develop 
small capacity diesel engines - unlike Toyota. 

Its green credentials are likely to cost a pre¬ 
mium though and Honda will play to this by 
bestowing a premium image with styling vari¬ 
ations inside and out and - a first for the Jazz 
in European markets - leather seats.

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Saab is re-Bjorn 




ONLY Saab - famous for original 
thinking - could have fabricated a 
saga involving the brand’s near 
death experience earlier this year. 

You may recall that Saab’s erstwhile mas¬ 
ters at General Motors were about to end a 
troubled 21-year marriage by simply closing 
the Swedish marque after abortive attempts 
to find a buyer. 

Then, at the 11th hour, Spyker of Holland 
launched a rescue using a 400 million euro 
loan from the EU ‘state’ lender, the European 
Investment Bank. 

It’s a curious new union though and thor¬ 
oughly in keeping with the idiosyncratic 
Swedish firm; Saab is more lower volume 
executive brand than mass producer, but its 
new partner operates within even tighter 
parameters as a hand-crafted supercar maker 
founded in 1999, and using a luxury car 
branding that died out in 1929. 

Not surprisingly, there is as much scepti¬ 
cism about the viability of Saab-Spyker as 
there is goodwill for Saab to succeed after 


evident frustrations under GM ownership. 

The car brand arose originally from Saab 
aerospace, starting a line of distinctive, 
innovative and aerodynamic cars in 1949, and 
promoting front-wheel drive. 

It then championed turbocharging, having 
decided that boosting its four-cylinder engines 
was a far cheaper route to higher outputs than 
developing a new six-pot unit to take on 
German rivals. 

And Saab enjoyed a staunch and intellectu¬ 
al following - once reported to be 10 times 
more passionate about their cars than VW 
drivers - but these aficionados were never 


numerous enough to keep Saab from being 
bought up by a giant like GM. 

Many books are waiting to be written on 
why this partnership never gelled, but GM’s 
desire for economy of scale via the corporate 
part bins was always going to undermine 
Saab’s relationship with its fans. 

Ironically, even the first new car under the 
Saab-Spyker umbrella owes much to GM; 
there is a lot of Vauxhall Insignia beneath the 
distinctive yet very long-awaited Saab 9-5 
replacement - the previous car can trace its 
origins to 1997. 

But the Insignia is not a bad car, while Saab 


claims as much as 70 per cent of the new 9-5 
is all its own work and the distinctive body¬ 
work is certainly in the great Saab tradition - 
so, in Abba-speak, you could say the brand is 
re-Bjorn. 

It is priced from £26,695 with a generous 
standard spec and hi-tech features on offer 
including aircraft-style head-up information 
display on the front screen, adaptive lighting 
and cruise control, adaptive chassis, keyless 
entry and starting, dual-zone air con; dynamic 
parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master? - 
and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit that con¬ 
cedes little in performance to the slightly dear¬ 
er entry diesel model, though fuel consump¬ 
tion is markedly inferior. 

And the 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector 
SE diesel we tested does hit the spot; it’s a 
heavy car and, rather like standard versions of 
the Insignia, not as nimble as you come to 
expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

Then again, the ride comfort and long-dis¬ 
tance cruising ability is impressive with loads of 
space for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin is impressive - it’s not gaudy or 
particularly innovative, but just carefully laid 
out in the Saab way; aficionados like to think 
that Saab dashboards can trace their lineage 
back to the old avaition parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the company 
car park. 

However, I think the designer’s hand strayed 
a little towards the rear of the car, but this 
opinion started a lively debate whenever I 
raised it with colleagues, so it’s one of those 
beauty in the eye of the beholder motors.

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It’s getting better, claim 
cautious chamber chiefs 


CHAMBER of Commerce chiefs are 
optimistic about the UK’s economic 
growth with a 1.7 per cent increase 
forecast for this year and 2.2 per 
cent for 2011. 

This tops the British Chambers of Commerce 
(BCC) Economic Forecast in June - 1.3 and 2.0 
per cent respectively - though it is concerned 
about the longer term. 

But the cautiously upbeat stance was wel¬ 
comed by the county’s biggest chamber, Kent 
Invicta - covering Ashford, Canterbury, 
Maidstone, and Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and 
Mailing, and Tunbridge Wells. 

Chief executive Jo James said: “BCC have had 
their finger on the pulse of the situation right 
from the start, having been the first authority to 
accurately predict the severity of the downturn, 
and their forecasts carry a lot of weight. Any 
recovery is being, and will continue to be, large¬ 
ly driven by UK business - as is abundantly 
obvious from the economic performance in Kent. 

“For the BCC to acknowledge that a recovery,

no matter now slight, is taking place will give 
UK companies the important confidence to con¬ 
tinue their efforts.” 

The BCC insists, though, the new 
Government’s tough deficit-busting must be cou¬ 
pled with a balanced growth strategy. 

And unemployment continues to worry, with 
the BCC forecasting a rise over the next 18 
months from 2.46 million to a peak of 2.65 mil¬ 
lion - 8.3 per cent of the workforce - in the first 
half of 2012. 

On the up side, rising tax receipts are driving 
the deficit down faster than planned, bringing 
BCC predictions that public sector net borrow¬ 
ing (PSNB) will fall to £144bn/9.7 per cent of 
GDP in 2010-11; £110bn in 2011-12; and 
£83bn/5.1 per cent of GDP in 2012-13. 

BCC director general David Frost said: 
“Business accepts that reducing the deficit, with 
a clear focus on spending cuts, is vital in order to 


restore confidence, international credibility and 
stability However, deficit reduction on its own 
will not deliver a sustainable recovery 

“We need policies that rebalance the economy 
towards wealth-creating businesses, and enable 
the private sector to invest, export and create 
new jobs.” 

BCC chief economist David Kern said: “We 
expect a sharp slowdown in the pace of growth 
to start in the first quarter of 2011, as VAT 
increases to 20 per cent and tough spending cuts 
are implemented.” 

He added that cutting debt and strengthening 
the banking sector would limit GDP growth to 
an average of just under two per cent a year, con¬ 
trasting with three per cent from 1993-2007. 

But he voiced concerns on the jobs front. 
“Unless the labour market remains flexible dur¬ 
ing the recovery, and private sector employers 
are encouraged to expand, there is a risk that 
falling productivity would damage Britain’s 
medium-term growth prospects,” he said. 

“Inactivity must decline, full-time employment 
needs to grow, and private sector employment 
must increase.” 


Soggy end to Branson^ 
birthday board meeting 

BILLIONAIRE entrepreneur Sir Richard Branson suffered a rare dip in 
fortunes after two attempts to kitesurf across the Channel. 

Rough weather forced the Virgin boss to turn back to Dungeness 
after five miles on the first day; too much calm produced the same 
result next day after just a few yards’ progress. 

But, true to form, he had secured headlines anyway including a 
memorable ‘Wring out the Branson’ from The Star - and has vowed 
another attempt on the 24-mile journey soon, in celebration of his 
60th birthday and to make him the oldest person to cross the 
Channel by kiteboard. 

The swashbuckling businessman, best known for founding Virgin 
Records and the Virgin Atlantic airline, has a history of high-profile 
stunts including powerboating and ballooning.

Dame Vera’s note of support for People’s Port 


DAME Vera Lynn entered the battle for the 
future of the Port of Dover this week by backing 
plans for a ‘People’s Port’. 

Dover Harbour Board (DHB), which runs the 
port as a trust, believes privatisation is the only 
way to secure much-needed investment yet 
opponents fear this could see a historic and 
commercial asset sold into foreign hands. 

It led wartime Forces’ Sweetheart 
Dame Vera, famous for her song The 
White Cliffs of Dover and now aged 93, 
to speak up for the community altema- i 
tive. “I would support the campaign for I 
the local people to manage it. It was 
such an important scene for the boys 
who were going away and when they 
came back,” she said. 

Dover and Deal MP Charlie Elphicke wel¬ 
comed her high-profile support when he spoke 
on the BBC Breakfast show about the privatisa¬ 
tion. “It was a good opportunity for people up 
and down the country to find out about what 



people in Dover think about these plans,” he 
said. “I’m encouraged that the ferry companies 
support this plan, the trade unions tell me they 
like it as well and there is support from the peo¬ 
ple in Dover. It’s a real shot in the arm having 
Dame Vera Lynn supporting the campaign.” 

But DHB struck back this week, taking 
the Unite union to task for allegedly fail¬ 
ing “to grasp the rationale and driving 
force” behind the voluntary privatisa¬ 
tion and its ability to fund investment 
needed to handle traffic forecast over 
the next 30 years. 

Failure to release the finance, the 
statement argued, would “create 
unsustainable congestion and a wholly 
inefficient port which, as a facility han¬ 
dling £80 billion of goods a year will be 
detrimental to the local and national economy 
“Unite suggests a sell-off was shelved by the 
previous government due to an unfavourable 
response. In fact, it was the previous govern¬ 


ment calling a general election which meant 
that a decision was unlikely to be made until a 
new government was in place. 

“Indeed, such benefits are unprecedented in 
that a Port of Dover Community Trust (PDCT) 
would be established with an immediate cash 
sum of £10 million with a tripling of the PDCT’s 
assets through the holding of shares in the new 
company The PDCT would be independently 
chaired and would be both representative and 
for the benefit of the community and the long 
term regeneration of the area.” 

Chief executive Bob Goldfield also said he had 
been misquoted last week in our report stating a 
new owner had been lined up for the port. 

“We have no owner lined up. What I explained 
was that we would of course be looking for an 
investor who would share our objectives and 
vision of where we want to take the port busi¬ 
ness,” he said. 

A decision on whether the port should be sold 
is expected in the autumn.

NOT SO LONG after being reminded of Winston Churchill’s 
famous Battle of Britain speech from 70 years ago, we can 
expect the wartime leader’s praise of The Few to be bas¬ 
tardised for the forthcoming Battle of Dover. 

The extended deadline for submissions about the port’s future 
ended officially last week and we wait to hear what the 
Government thinks about plans from Dover Harbour Board - 
The New Few - to privatise what has been a public trust. 

The New Many - the big ferry operators and the Dover public 

- are in the opposing trenches, backing a so- 
called People’s Port. This aims to maintain 
the port as a public asset, while some¬ 
how allowing it to borrow for invest¬ 
ment - an avenue closed to the cur¬ 
rent management structure and the 
main plank of the management’s 
privatisation plan. 

As if there were not enough 
echoes of the wartime battles 
endured and watched by Dover, the 
conflict attracted even more nostal¬ 
gia this week when Dame Vera Lynn 

- another wartime totem and famous 
for her song The White Cliffs of Dover 

- gave high profile backing for the peo¬ 
ple’s option. 

The veteran singer also nailed an emotive 
side of the argument when she said the port 
“was such an important scene for the boys who were going 
away and when they came back”. 

Privatisation brings the risk that what is a famous wartime 
location as well as modern business conduit could fall into the 
hands of foreign investors - another piece of the UK’s family sil¬ 
ver sold off. We can only hope The Few reconsider rather than 
end up owing so much to The Many - with apologies, Sir 
Winston. By the way, wasn’t it good to hear the old boy’s own 
‘finest hour’ again, the other week, along with the thunder of 
Merlin engines? 

It could mean that a younger generation realise the word 
Churchill stands for something other than a fictional computer 
generated bulldog whose most famous speech is: “Oh, yes.”

Ensuring a good fit 
for the environment 


TOUGHER trading conditions 
are making many firms think 
twice about moving premises, but 
they then often have to weigh up 
making environmental upgrades, 
writes Steve Loader. 

It’s a fact highlighted by Richard Metcalfe, 
principal at chartered building surveyors 
Metcalfe Stanley Hicks, based at Hadlow, 
Tonbridge, who has also become one of the 
first people in the country to qualify as a 
SKA rating assessor. 

SKA rating is a method designed to rate 
and compare the environmental perform¬ 
ance of fit-out projects, initially for office 
buildings in the UK. 

“In the current economic climate, occupiers 
are more likely to refurbish existing offices 
than move to new ones, but while there are 
proven methods for labelling the environ¬ 
mental performance of whole buildings, fit- 
out has remained a blind spot,” said Mr 
Metcalfe. “The SKA rating aims to address 
that. At the moment, the scheme only covers 
office buildings and is not compulsory, but in 
future it is expected to expand in scope.” 

SKA rating comprises 99 good practice 
measures across the headings energy and 
C02, waste, water, pollution, transport, 
materials and wellbeing. 

Depending on the number of measures 
achieved and their significance for sustain¬ 
ability, a fit-out is then awarded either gold,

silver or bronze ranking. While designed to 
be of particular use for occupiers, it also has 
benefits for landlords, developers, consult¬ 
ants, fit-out contractors and suppliers. 

Mr Metcalfe said: “Including the SKA rat¬ 
ing in ‘green lease’ provisions helps improve 
the sustainability of properties or protects 
buildings already certified under a whole 
building assessment method. Sustainability 
increasingly makes good business sense. 

“Research demonstrates an expected 
increase in the asset value of labelled low- 
carbon buildings compared with standard 
speculative buildings. 

“Companies looking to refurbish should 
seriously considering the environmental 
integrity of their plans.” 


Takeover target 
rejects suitors 

HEARTWOOD Wealth, the Kent-based independ¬ 
ent investment management firm, has been the 
takeover target for several larger rivals and 
banks. But approaches are unwelcome accord¬ 
ing to City updates about the growing reputation 
of Heartwood, which manages £1 billion of assets 
and has offices in Covent Garden, London, as 
well as the Mount Ephraim headquarters in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

The 20-year-old firm recently won a category 
and was nominated for two others in the Private 
Asset Manager (PAM) awards - seen as the 
Oscars of the wealth management industry - and 
has been stalked by Royal Bank of Canada and 
Swiss bank UBS among others, according to 
Financial News. 

But Heartwood bosses have told suitors they 
value the company’s independence and believe 
their business model is winning custom from 
larger rivals. Chief investment officer Noland 
Carter has told Financial News: “We believe a 
boutique owned mainly by the people who work 
in it is the best model for a wealth and investment 
management business focusing on private 
clients and charities. 

“Over 90 per cent of the business is owned by 
two-thirds of staff, so our interests are aligned 
with those of our clients. If we were owned by a 
large global parent, the positive ethos inherent in 
our partnership model could be lost.” 

Far from allowing a takeover, Mr Carter said the 
company had not ruled out an acquisition itself “if 
it is the right fit”. 

The company also made news recently with 
research showing that, following the 
Government’s proposed abandonment of the 
default retirement age, 44 per cent of people 
aged 65 and over still in work are planning to con¬ 
tinue to do so until they are at least 70 and 21 per 
cent said they’ll never retire.

Property is a topsy-turvy business. Prices are up, prices are down, but 
they’ve seen it all before at Hobbs Parker, the auctions and property 
group currently celebrating its 160th anniversary. 

But if there can be a sign of confidence in the market it must be the 
independent group’s decision to move outside its Ashford stronghold 
and open a satellite estate agency at The Fairings in Tenterden this 
week. It also recently appointed a new chairman to oversee the 
group’s various divisions. Business Week editor STEVE LOADER 
spoke to Jon Rimmer about the property sector and the group’s 
diverse business portfolio 



INTERVIEW 


OBBS Parker is pleasantly full of 
contradictions. It has been around 
for 160 years and is perceived as a 
traditional independent local firm 
centred on the Ashford area. 

Yet it operates from modem offices ‘above the shop’ at 
Ashford Market on the town’s Orbital Park, where it can 
keep a close eye on its various auction interests, from 
livestock to cars to property. And yet it is one of the best- 
known names in its field countywide. 

It was also restructured 
on modem lines in 2005 
into separate profit centres 
- estate agency, auctions, 
car auctions, property con¬ 
sultancy and business tele¬ 
coms - that have seen it go 
from strength to strength, 
culminating in this week’s 
opening of a new estate 
agency in Tenterden. 

This is a big deal, says 
newly appointed chairman 
Jon Rimmer, 42, who over¬ 
sees the various divisions 
while continuing as MD of 
the property consultancy. 

He sees the new 
Tenterden office, run by 
director Simon Godfrey, as 
not only a vote of confi¬ 
dence by Hobbs Parker’s estate agency arm, but by the 
group in difficult times. 

“We are very much a traditional firm with traditional 
values and a lot of people have worked here for many 
years,” he said. 

“And we have a strong, well-known and tmsted brand, 
associated for so long with this part of the South East. 


“But we also have a modem structure and a diversity 
that has been our strength during the recent economic 
upheaval. Opening up in Tenterden shows we are confi¬ 
dent about the future. 

“That area fits with the type of property portfolio we 
already operate, but it is also about service. We can put 
the name up on the office, but you’ve got to back it up 
with the service associated with that name - you can 
spend years building your profile, but take only minutes 
to trash it. 

‘Yes, it’s a big investment, but we are in it for the long 
term, whatever the ups and 
downs of the property mar¬ 
ket in the shorter term. 

“Despite what we read 
nationally, I would describe 
the Kent market as steady, 
but I wouldn’t want to get 
into predictions and I defy 
anyone to call the property 
market trend correctly at the 
moment. 

“In this part of the county, 
though, we are seeing real 
price stability and optimism 
brought by the high-speed 
rail link and we will see 
more benefits from that. 

“Like many people, I didn’t 
really take much notice of its 
arrival. It finally hit home 
when I used it for a meeting 
in London. Meetings there 
used to kill the day, but I was there in good time for an 
afternoon meeting and back here before the end of the 
working day. It will have a long-lasting influence.” 

However, he is bemused by the recent rocketing of 
agricultural land prices across the UK. 

“No-one really saw it coming. We had a lot of‘hobby’ 
buyers drop out during the recession and while business

has improved in livestock farming and the 
arable sector - though it’s been a frustrating 
harvest this year - there is no obvious leap in 
farming profitability. In fact, there is a lot of 
volatility in the cost of fuel, fertiliser and 
machinery - combines cost £300k-plus. 

“On the other hand, it is not so surprising 
that land values are strong in the South 
East, where not a great amount of farming 
land comes onto the market. And the banks, 
while tightening up on loans elsewhere, have 
remained open for lending in agriculture, 
which is seen as a good long-term industry to 
lend to.” 

Asked whether he thinks values are being 
driven by a farming revival on the back of 
concerns about the UK’s long-term ability to 
feed itself, he said: “People keep saying we’ve 


got to produce more, but not unless we get 
some more land. We’re doing about as well as 
we can with what we’ve got. Farmers are now 
very good at producing consistent yields.” 

His confidence in dealing with land and 
farming issues comes not just from 20 years’ 
professional experience, but also from his 
background. He comes from a Lancashire 
farming family and his wife Lydia grew up 
the Midlands with the same background. 

They have three young daughters and live 
near Ashford. It is also clear, though, that 
Jon relishes the group overview he gained 
from taking over as chairman from Richard 
Wood, who retired this year after 30 years 
with Hobbs Parker, although he continues 
as a consultant. 

Jon said: “I have an involvement in the 


smooth-running of the group, along with 
Roger Lightfoot, the chief executive, but is it 
a big stick? Probably not -1 hope not. 

“That’s the whole point about running 
separate divisions, separate accounts - you 
can’t hide. We have accountability and people 
know what they have to do.” 

It also gives credence to two of Hobbs 
Parker’s more unlikely parts, the business 
telecoms and car auctions business - the lat¬ 
ter underlining this with its now traditional 
Bank Holiday Monday auction, which moved 
a record 150 vehicles. 

“There are businesses in the country with 
our kind of diversity, but not in this area and 
not of our overall size,” said Jon. 

“That’s one reason why I came back. My 
wife was instrumental in me making up my 


mind. She said, ‘I think this is where you 
want to be, not part of a big corporate animal. 
This is more your bag\ She was absolutely 
right.” 

It has also allowed him to help out with 
auctions, which he clearly enjoys: ‘We have a 
first-class market 
facility and a pre¬ 
mier team of auc¬ 
tioneers. I don’t 
do so much now, 
but having gavel 
in hand is a huge 
adrenalin rush. 

“You also need 
the strength of 
personality. They 
[the buyers] are 
in it for business 
and if they can 
find the chink in 
the armour, they 
will play on it. 

“If they can try 
to buy things for not very much, then why 
wouldn’t they try? Equally, if you are good at 
your job and respect them, then I think they 
respect you.” 

Does this hint at a competitive streak? 

He admitted: ‘Yes, I’m hugely competitive, 
although while I may have thought about 
becoming chairman, thinking it might actual¬ 
ly come my way wasn’t really on the radar.” 

But he has played rugby - as a scrum half 
- tennis, squash and golf and completed the 
Three Peaks Challenge (Ben Nevis, Snowdon 
and Scafell Pike) in 2009 with a team of 
clients and friends from Kent, raising 
£14,000 for charity. “I’m itching to more of 
that kind of thing,” he said.

BRITAIN’S new champion for the bioscience and phar¬ 
maceutical industries is a Kent man. 

Brian Szukala, who lives in Eastry, has a 28-year back¬ 
ground spanning both sectors, a degree in bioscience and 
a CV including blue-chip names such as Beechams and 
Pfizer, and a spell with the Prince’s Trust. 

He has worked in production, technical training and 
organisational development, giving him a unique 
insight into skills needs across the industries. 

His new post with the Government-backed £2.9 mil¬ 
lion Working Higher initiative calls for him to strength¬ 
en the bridge between universities and industry, and 
help to develop a new work-based qualification for the 
bioscience and pharmaceutical sectors.

Working 
as a consortium with other 
sector partners the Working 
Higher initiative seeks to 
make sure these new work- 
based degrees reflect the 
needs of employers and 
employees. Learning should 
be a lifelong process and this 
needs to be reflected in the 
variety of routes offered for 
work-based learners. 

“Across most sectors, 
employers identify the value of knowledge and skills 
individuals gain through time spent working in indus¬ 
try; hence the added value placed on ‘sandwich’ years 
and industrial placements. Maximising the workplace 
as a learning environment is equally important.”

“Many businesses offer employees 
gym membership or language les¬ 
sons, but what could be more impor¬ 
tant that equipping your workforce 
with the skills to save a life?” 

Tonbridge and Mailing based 
housing association Russet already 
has staff trained to be first aiders, 
but has gone one step further by 
offering free places on St John 
Ambulance’s emergency life support 


child and infant courses to residents. 

Russet’s Melanie McAdam said: 
‘We’ve had very positive feedback 
and look forward to continuing to 
work with St John Ambulance to 
ensure even more people know how 
to save a life.” 

Research by St John Ambulance 
found that nearly two-thirds of peo¬ 
ple would like first aid training at 
work. Ms Cursons said: “First aid 
training helps keep employees safe 
and provides them with life-saving 
knowledge that benefits not only 
their colleagues, but their families, 
friends and community. 

“What better legacy for an organi¬ 
sation to leave than life itself, and the 
ability to preserve it?”

Why getting 
the balance 
right is vital 

MAKE your mind up time is fast approaching on 
how Kent uses its ever more valuable agricultural 
acres as pressures grow on use of the land and 
water supplies, writes Pat Crawford. 

Charles Tassell, county chairman for the 
National Farmers’ Union, said this week: “The 
challenge facing us 
today is getting the 
balance right over 
future land usage. 

“If you look around 
you will see fields 
being taken out of 
food production for 
things as diverse as 
providing habitat for 
birds, at one end of 
the scale, to more 
pony paddocks and 
other recreational use 
at the other. 

“Mix into this the 
potential demand for 
biofuels of various types and the need for more 
out-of-season water capture and you can see that 
the amount of land for food production is coming 
under increasing pressure.” 

Looking at water, forecasters say climate 
change means we face drastic reductions in sum¬ 
mer rainfall accompanied by much heavier rain 
during winter, at a time when multiple bathrooms 
are common in many homes and we take daily 
showers or baths for granted compared with a 
bath once a week two to three generations ago, 
when most households also did the laundry just 
once a week. 

Precious 

Climate change will naturally benefit the 
growing season, but that will be useless if 
householders consume water at current rates 
or higher unless winter downpours can be 
stored for a sunny day. But will more precious 
land need to be requisitioned for reservoirs, or 
are there other solutions that would make less 
demand on land usage? 

One option is adoption of more ‘grey water’ 
facilities, now being installed in some new homes 
and making use of rainwater gathering and recy¬ 
cled washing water. 

But the biggest issue relates to the amount of 
land that will be needed to grow food. At the 
moment we import vast quantities and know we 
must become more self-sufficient, but the popu¬ 
lation of the UK is set to increase in line with the 
rest of the world. 

Thus, will any increases in food production be 
offset by a relative increase in the numbers of 
people we must feed? 

Views about food production methods and land 
usage are polarised. Some scientists want to go 
along the GM and intensive farming route - any 
method that will increase yield per acre. 

Others suggest we should get rid of livestock 
because cattle and sheep are not viable in relation 
to the amount of land needed to rear them and 
their ‘agricultural footprint’ produces too many 
carbon emissions. 


Investing in farmland 
instead of the Footsie

ANYONE who bought English 
farmland 10 years ago was either 
shrewd or extremely lucky. 

While the FTSE 100 index of leading 
shares has slumped 20 per cent since then, 
research from big name estate agent 
Knight Frank shows agricultural land has 
virtually trebled in value. 

And the momentum continues - values 
are already up 13 per cent so far in 2010. 

Sources closer to home - see our Big 
Interview with Ashford-based agency 
Hobbs Parker’s chairman Jon Rimmer ear¬ 
lier in this section - remain unconvinced 
that agricultural land values can maintain 
their breakneck pace. 

Nevertheless, there are plenty of head¬ 
lines about buying farmland being ‘as good 
as gold’. 

Encouraged 

Knight Frank’s rural property 
spokesman Andrew Shirley said: “The 
farmland market has now regained much 
of the ground it lost after the credit crunch 
when sales virtually ground to a halt. 

“Over the past 15 years farmland has 
performed significantly better than resi¬ 
dential property and the FTSE 100 index.” 

Knight Frank says buying into farmland 
has also been encouraged by EU subsidies 
being paid in euros. As sterling has fallen, 
farmers have benefited from the currency 
fluctuation and Knight Frank added that 
the recent Budget contained nothing to 
impact upon the farmland market. 

Prices also reflect the law of supply and 
demand say experts, certainly the case in 
Kent and the South East according to 
Hobbs Parker, where scarcity has been a 
major factor in price hikes. 

Longer term, the signs in Whitehall also 
point to higher prices. Knight Frank reck¬ 
ons the coalition Government is more sym¬ 
pathetic to the agricultural sector and the 
estate agency’s latest Rural Bulletin 
reported: “The Department for 

Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
under Labour seemed more interested in 
the environment part of its portfolio than 
anything to do with food production. 

“Encouragingly, the top priority in 
Defra’s new draft structural reform 
plan is to support and develop British 
farming and encourage sustainable food 
production. 

“The new Defra team, which has been 
drawn entirely from Tory ranks, also has

genuine experience of agriculture. Jim 
Paice, the minister in charge of farming, 
has already adopted a more hands-on 
approach than his predecessor by taking a 
tough stance on reform of the shambolic 
Rural Payments Agency (RPA) and the 
control of bovine tuberculosis. 

“Mr Paice has taken personal responsi¬ 
bility for reforming the RPA, which is in 
charge of distributing or, as was often the 
case, not distributing £2.3 billion of annu¬ 
al subsidy payments to English farmers. 

“The RPA has just been slammed by an 
independent review commissioned by the 
last government. Defra has also been 
forced to repay £160m to the European 
Commission following maladministration 
of subsidy payments by the RPA.”

50 YEARS AGO: KENT’S season 

1960 ended on a flat note when they lost 
their final game at Dover to a 
Leicestershire side who went into the game 
bottom of the County Championship. 

The visitors made 206 in their first innings 
and Kent crawled along in their reply, 
reaching 166 for 8 at the end of a second 
day curtailed by rain at the tea interval, at 
which point they declared. 

Batting conditions were difficult, but only 
Derek Ufton really seemed interested, 
making an unbeaten 26 in half an hour. 

Leicestershire made 144 for 8 declared in 
their second innings and with nothing at 
stake Kent went for the runs, falling 51 
short of their target of 184. 

In football Gillingham earned a 1-1 draw 
away to Oldham in Division Four. 

Bromley trounced Woking 4-1 away in 
the Isthmian League, while Maidstone 
United were held 1 -1 at home by St Albans. 


25 YEARS AGO: RICHARD Ellison 
was again the hero as England 
regained the Ashes with a rout of 
Australia at The Oval. 

Australia were forced to follow on after 
making 241 in reply to England’s first 
innings total of 464 and lost by an innings 
and 94 runs, prompting David Gower’s 
infamous quip: “The West Indies must be 
quaking in their boots.” 

Ellison, the Ashford-born bowler 
recalled to dramatic effect for the 
previous Test at Edgbaston, produced 
another match-winning performance, 
claiming 5 for 46 in Australia’s second 
innings, including the key wicket of skip¬ 
per Allan Border for 58. 

In the two matches he played in the 
series, Kent’s Ellison took 17 wickets at 11 
runs apiece. 



10 YEARS AGO: GILLINGHAM got 

2000 their first ever win in the second 
tier of English football, with a 1 -0 
win over Wolves, in front of 10,017 at 
Priestfield. 

Junior Lewis scored the only goal of the 
game, heading in Nicky Southall’s cross 
from close range. 

Manager Andy Hessenthaler admitted: 
“We have scored early in nearly eveiy game 
so far and I must admit I was panicking a bit 
when we did so again after four minutes.”

Much has been made of the depleted bowl¬ 
ing attack which at different times of the sea¬ 
son has been robbed of Robbie Joseph 
(played just one championship game), Simon 
Cook, Dewald Nel, James Tredwell and 
Sussex-bound Amjad Khan through injury 
or unavailability 

Yet, in truth, it’s been the bowlers that 
have helped keep the side in games, together 
with all-rounders Darren Stevens and Azhar 
Mahmood who have chipped in with 51 wick¬ 
ets between them in the championship.

GILLINGHAM’S slow start to the 
season may be a source of frustra¬ 
tion for many fans, but manager 
Andy Hessenthaler admits it has 
not taken him by surprise.

scouts will look at that and say what you’ve got 
to do is come to Gillingham and try to frustrate 
them, get in their faces, make it difficult for 
them to play because after 20 minutes the fans 
get frustrated as well.

The Rochester & Cobham Park member 
was granted eight starts on the European 
Challenge Tour, but his success has already 
seen him play in 10 events. His highlight of 
the season was a tied second-place finish in 
the Saint Omer Open European Tour event 
in June. 

He said: “I’ve had some highs and lows but 
overall I’m quite happy, but I know I can do 
better. I’ve had to learn to adapt to the differ¬ 
ences from the amateur to the professional 
game and I have a lot to learn still.

TOP-CLASS modern pen¬ 
tathlon will return to 
Medway Park ahead of 
schedule after the newly- 
refurbished facility was 
named host of next year’s 
European Championships. 

The £11 million overhaul of 
the venue in Gillingham was 
completed just before staging 
the British leg of the sport’s 
World Cup series in April. 

It won praise from adminis¬ 
trators and athletes alike, but 
with the Olympics coming to 
London in 2012, it was not 
thought an elite senior compe¬ 
tition would return until 2013 
at the earliest. 

Portugal were due to host 
the European Championships 
next summer, but when they 
pulled out Pentathlon GB 
approached Medway as an 
alternative. 

Cllr Howard Doe, of 
Medway council, felt the suc¬ 
cess of the initial event was 
key to the decision. 

He said: “[Pentathlon GB] 
were so delighted with the 
World Cup they thought of us 


and asked if we could put it 
on. They came to us first and I 
think that’s indicative of how 
they look at us. 

“I think it’s important for us, 
we shall see some of the ath¬ 
letes who will compete at the 
2012 Olympics and there’s 
tremendous interest in the 
sport locally. We’re now being 
recognised as a major player 


and one way or another it 
boosts Medway Park as a 
regional centre.” 

Modern Pentathlon is made 
up of five disciplines - fenc¬ 
ing, swimming, show jump¬ 
ing, running and shooting - 
held over one day.

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Club must fight off rivals to host 

ladies’ version of the Ryder Cup

THE LONDON Golf Club will 
have competition from at least 
three other rival venues in its bid 
to host the 2015 Solheim Cup. 

Kent on Sunday exclusively revealed in 
June the club, near Ash, was lining up an 
application for the tournament and it’s now 
understood it must see off rival bids from 
other UK venues before being allowed to 
submit a bid next month to host the event 
- seen as women’s golfs equivalent to the 
Ryder Cup. 

Deadline 

With worldwide television audiences esti¬ 
mated at 400 million and 120,000 specta¬ 
tors expected across the week, it would be 
a considerable achievement to win the 
right to host the 2015 edition. 

The Ladies European Tour (LET), which 
organises the biennial event between 
Europe and the United States when it is 
held this side of the Atlantic, have set clubs 
a deadline of October 29 to submit then- 
bids. But before the London Club can apply 
it must first beat other interested parties in 
the UK. Only the winner will then go for¬ 


ward to represent the country to the LET, 
but it will receive the significant backing of 
UK Sport, which will be needed to help 
fund the tournament. 

Pre-bids are being put together at the 
moment and will be considered by early 
October. 

Kate Brewer, marketing manager at the 
London Club, said: “It means the UK can 
have one extremely solid representative. 
Whoever it is will get the full support of the 
government, which means they will be 
competitive.” 

No other club in the country has publicly 
declared their interest in hosting the 
Solheim Cup, but there are believed to be 
three others preparing a bid. The initial 
documents will be scaled down versions of 
the final submission, looking at aspects 
such as crowd capacity, quality of the 
course and the ability to make a profit. 

After hosting the European Open on the 
men’s European Tour in 2008 and 2009, the 
London Club has shown its ability to host 
major events. Spectator numbers at both 


were also impressive, with 90,000 attend¬ 
ing the latter, while its proximity to London 
and major airports also count in its favour. 

Brewer said: ‘We’re confident we have a 
great product here. There is a good her¬ 
itage in hosting big tournaments and we 
are optimistic we can host an exciting 
tournament. 

“I think we will stand up well to the other 
venues in the UK.” 

Another tick in the box would be the 
club’s planned 130-bed hotel, which is 
going through planning permission at 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council. 

A verdict is unlikely to be made before 
the bids are submitted, but would certainly 
help if it was approved before the LET 
made its final decision. 

One player who knows the benefits a 
Solheim Cup would bring is Deal’s Karen 
Stupples, who was in Europe’s team in 2005. 

She said: “It would be pretty huge. It 
would be terrific if it was to come there, it 
would be nice to see women’s golf back in 
Kent to be honest.” 


Kent deny whole squad are ‘up for sale’ 


KENT chairman George Kennedy 
has strongly denied rumours that it 
is “open season” on the club’s 
contracted players after the coun¬ 
ty’s financial plight forced the 
release of fast bowler Amjad Khan 

Reports this week indicated the 
club were prepared to listen to 
offers from other counties for their 
contracted players, but Kennedy 
has denied that is the case and 
expects those who signed con¬ 
tract extensions at the end of last 
season will stay with Kent. 

“The reports are absolute rub¬ 
bish and I’ve been taking calls on 
this all week,” he said. “All the 
players that are under contract are 
under contract and we have had 
no formal request from any player 
saying they want to go. 

“I do understand that when a big 
player does go [Amjad Khan] then 
it can make a few a little nervous, 
but the situation with that is we 
could not go further into debt by 



hanging onto a player, and that’s 
unfortunate.” 

Rob Key, Martin van Jaarsveld, 
Geraint Jones and Darren Stevens 
all signed new deals towards the 
end of last summer to stay at Kent

and would certainly attract inter¬ 
est from other counties, but as far 
as the club are concerned they 
are under contract and none of 
the players have expressed a 
desire to leave. 

Kennedy added: “We are not 


getting rid of anyone. If someone 
comes along and says they 
absolutely don’t want to play for 
Kent then that’s a different matter 
entirely, but that has not been the 
case at the moment. 

“I do understand how it works 
though, they are young men and 
they want to earn as much money 
as they can, but at the moment as 
far as I am concerned they are 
under contract and that’s that.” 

Elsewhere, work on the £8.2 mil¬ 
lion redevelopment of St Lawrence 
looks no nearer getting underway 
as the club continue their search for 
a new hotelier. 

Kennedy said: “We are still 
working on getting this going, but 
the most annoying thing is that 
everything seems to be in place, 
but you go to the other side to get 
something signed off and some¬ 
one is on holiday which is quite 
frustrating, but I don’t think there is 
anything sinister in it.”
